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A NEW YEAR FOR THE DRUG 
TRADE. 


From the turmoil of preparation for 
the new Pure Food and Drug Law the 
trade emerged last week to a condition 
of comparutive quiet. On all sides is 
heard the complaint of a greatly de- 
creased volume of business, due prin- 
cipally to the tradition which seems to 
obtain that a certain time must be de- 
voted to preparing for a holiday and 
some more time for getting over it. Be 
that as it may, it is safe to say that 
even without the usual number of or- 
ders for goods the drug people have 
not seen many idle moments during the 
past week; for, as we indicated last 


week, the volume of contracts rushed | 


through in anticipation of higher prices 
has been unusually large in the past 
few months, and the resulting routine 
work has been heavy. Added to this 
was the necessity for revising price 
lists and labels, the securing of guar- 
antees from manufacturers -and the 
thousand and one other things required 
by the new law. Hence a tull was not 
entirely un2xpected and not entirely 
unwelcome after the hard work of an 
unusual year. 

The y2%r 1906 was unusual not merely 
because of legislation affecting the sale 
of drugs but because short crops in a 
great many articles helped to tighten 
the market and resulted in a general 
advanc2 all along the line, so that the 
market to-day stands of a rather high 
level. Opium owes its rapid rise in 
value during the past three months to 
a failure of crops at the primary 
sources of supply, with the result that 
stocks at points in Turkey are un- 
precedently low. This in turn has 
forced manufacturers of codeine to 
make several advances in the price of 
that article, while for the first time in 
over two years the price of morphin2 
was advanced. Another of the leading 
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articles, quinine, reached a record low 
level of fourteen and one-half cents in 
September, but speedily recovered, and 
after two advances is still strong and 
moving upward. 

In the essential oils, crop conditions 
have played an important part in the 
general idvance. Among the balsams 
the rise in values may be attributead 
more directly to the new law. And 
last, but not least, the price of cam- 
phor has been advanced to a level 
which has not been reached in thirty 
years. This condition is one that de- 
fics explanation, as the investigation 
has nothing to go upon save rumors 
and counter rumors, which fly back 
and forth like a tennis ball. But at all 
events the advance is real, and that is 
what buyers are most interested in.

QUESTION OF DUTIES ON PE- 
TROLEUM COMPLICATED. 


With the best intentions in the world 
Congress framed a tariff law for the 
protection of American industries. And 
among those which rank of primary im- 
portance are petroleum and its prod- 
ucts. It is, therefore, unfortunate that 
in drafting the text of the paragraph 
which covers this most important item, 
sufficient care was not taken to prevent 
ambiguities so complex as to create 
divergent views on the part of import- 
ers, appraisers, the ‘Treasury Depart- 
ment and the courts. Several cases 
have come up of late involving a tangle 
which those interested in the industry 
would like very much to see unravelled. 

Reference is made to a case in an- 
other column, by our Washington cor- 
respondent, who covers the history and 
complexity of the dispute pretty thor- 
oughly. Paragraph 626 of the tariff act 
relates to the importation of petroleum 
and its products. It provides that 
crude petroleum be admitted into the 
United States free of duty, and it also 
specifies that the manufactures of pe- 
troleum imported to,this country shall 
also be admitted free when coming 
from a country which imposes no duty 
on similar products exported from the 
United States; but the proviso is also 
made that when petroleum products 
come from a country which assesses an 
import duty upon similar American 
goods, then such petroleum products, on 
entering the United States, shall be 
subject to a duty equal to that in force 
in the country from whence they came. 
This seems plain enough, and fair 
enough, but an unforeseen difficulty 
arose when, for instance, the crude oil 
of Russia was manufactured into par- 
affin in Germany and imported here 
from the latter. Both countries named 
impose an import duty upon American 
petroleum, and a nice question arose as 
to whether the duty levied here should 
correspond in rate with that in vogue 
in Germany, the country of export, or 
with that of Russia, the country of 
origin. 

The Treasury Department has ruled 
that in case the importation was man- 
ufactured in one country from crude 
petroleum produced in another coun- 
try, it should be assessed at the rate 
imposed by the country of origin, 
of the crude petroleum upon similar 
products imported into that country 
from the United States, and not at the 
rate levied on crude petroleum im- 
ported into such country from the 
United States. On the other hand, the 
Board of General Appraisers and the 
United States Circuit Court and the 
Circuit Court of Appeals have held, at 
least in one instance, that the coun- 
tervailing duty should be regulated by 
the rate imposed upon crude petroleum 
in the country of origin, without re- 
spect to the tariff in vogue in the coun- 
try where the products were manufac- 
tured. The points are certainly nice 
ones, and from the arguments on both 
sides seem to be equally well taken. 
That the matter, therefore, may be 
definitely settled for all time to come, 
the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
has taken steps to have a case in point, 
which involves a recent decision by the 
Board of General Appraisers, brought 
before the Circuit Court of Philadel- 
phia. 

As the law was passed for the benefit 
of American producers, it should, if the 
original intention is tg be carried out, 


be so construed as to impose a rate of 
duty upon petroleum products made 
from foreign crude oil equivalent to 
the rate imposed upon our manufac- 
tured goods by the country which pro-

SHALL WHOLESALE DRUGGISTS 
DISPENSE DENATURED 


ALCOHOL? 


Wholesale druggists will be much in- 
terested to know that the commission- 
er of Internal Revenue is considering 
with no little interest the propriety of 
constituting the wholesale drug trade a 
principal channel for the distribution of 
denatured alcohol. So far it seems to 
be merely a question of how to provide 
regulations that would enable the 
wholesalers to carry a stock of de- 
natured spirits and distribute it to the 
retail trade, and at the same time to 
safeguard against the possibilities of 
fraud through the granting of the priv- 
ilege to persons outside of the legiti- 
mate trade. It can be readily appre- 
ciated that the granting of such a priv- 
ilege would bring forth a brand new 
crop of wholesale druggists—something 
very foreign to the wishes of mer- 
chants and commissioner alike, 

The original regulations as to who 
should or who should not sell denatured 
alcohol, provided that it should not be 
stored by any person engaged in the 
liquor business or by the manufac- 
turers of medicinal preparations, by 
manufacturers of vinegar or by per- 
sons who kept distilled spirits, wines or 
malt liquors on their premises. The 
druggist was especially exempt from 
this provision. It happened, however, 
that certain special rulings afterwards 
made it necessary for the Commission- 
er to differentiate between retail drug- 
gists who handle spirits for medicinal 
purposes in small quantities and those 
who made a business of selling alco- 
holic beverages under license. He held 
that the latter class could not qualify 
under the law as retail dealers in de- 
natured alcohol. What affected the re- 
tailer naturally applied to the status of 
the wholesaler, and a representative 
New York firm a short time ago took 
up the mater with the Commissioner. 
The question led to the ruling that all 
persons, whether druggists or not, who 
distilled or sold spirituous liquors as 
beverages could not be entitled to the 
privilege of handling denatured alcohol, 
as otherwise the law might be evaded 
by the dealer or distiller by the addi- 
tion of a drug department to his busi- 
ness. 

The decision of the Commissioner and 
the position of the wholesale druggist 
as defined by himself are exhaustively 
covered in our Washington letter of 
this issue. The latter claims very nat- 
urally that the provisions of the act as 
ruled upon put an effectual bar upon 
druggists or distributors of denatured 
spirits, notwithstanding that the pub- 
lic looks to the druggist as the nat- 
ural dispenser of the article. “It is 
confidently expected, however,” says 
our correspondent, “that the Commis- 
sioner, who has the welfare of the drug 
trade at heart, and who would very 
much desire that the bulk of denatured 
alcohol to be sold at retail should be 
distributed through so highly reputable 
a channel as the wholesale drug trade.”

THE SPONGE INDUSTRY OF 

FLORIDA SUFFERS. 


The progress of the sponge fisheries 
in Florida, which are still in an experi- 
mental stage, has not been as satisfac- 
tory as might have been expected, ac- 
cording to the forthcoming annual re- 
port of the Commissioner of Fisheries, 
but he at least expresses the belief that 
while results so far this season have 
been rather discouraging, there is still 
hope for ultimate success. It may be 
remembered that sponge culture in 
Florida was first undertaken in 1901, 
and during the initial season promised 
well. The experimenters went to no 
end of trouble. They had the plants 
made upon bare copper wire which, 
however, was abandoned for insulated 
owing to the injurious effect of the 
salts produced by corrosion. Then 
the cuttings were slit and placed as- 
tride upon the wire, where they formed 
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a new skin and grew in form and size 
as readily as the natural sponge, over 
which, too, they have an advantage in 
that they are devoid of root or base 
by which the latter adhere to the bot- 
tom. The outlook for the new industry 
up to the season of 1906 was favorable, 
and an excellent quality of sponge was 
produced. Last year, however, the ex- 
periments have suffered from a variety 
of circumstances which are fully set 
forth by the Commissioner in his re- 
port. 

The chief trouble seems to have been 
in an unusually heavy mortality as- 
cribed to low salinity of the water and 
to the presence of an infectious disease 
in certain districts. The Commissioner 
also dwells upon the possibility, with 
proper care of transporting live 
sponges by express. With necessary 
precautions and the use of ice, he be- 
lieves that live sponges may be car- 
ried from Florida to California. 

It is a matter of no small interest to 
note that the bill passed by Congress 
June 20, 1906, for the protection of the 
sponge industry will go into effect May 
1 of this year. It provides that no 
sponges taken with diving apparatus 
shall be lawfully sold in the United 
States except when taken in water 
fifty feet deep between October and 
May of each year, and that no sponges 
of less than four inches in diameter 
from the Gulf of Mexico and _ the 
Straits of Florida shall be permitted 
to enter the United States.

WHY COCOANUT OIL IS HIGH 


The extraordinary rise in the price 
of cocoanut oil during last year caused 
no end of minor troubles to the trade, 
and it took no small amount of ex- 
plaining to pacify the consumers and 
to make them feel that not only were 
their protests unavailing, but that the 
longer they haggled in a rapidly ad- 
vancing market, the more they would 
eventually have to pay. As usual with 
prices steadily climbing, buyers took 
particular interest and this fact of 
itself aided in strengthening the sit- 
uation. Ceylon oil during the year 
rose from the spot basis of 64%@6%c. 
at the close of December, 1905, to 
9@9%c. at the opening of the present 
month. Cochin during the same pe- 
riod climbed from 744@8c. to 9%@l0c., 
and both oils are firm at the advance, 
with an upward tendency. The cause 
of such an unusual advance is of 
course due in the first place, to an 
unusual shortage of the copra crop 
and consequent light offerings at pri- 
mary shipping points of Ceylon and 
Colombo. The history of the market 
during the year in this country shows 
the usual minor fluctuations due to 
speculative buying and selling and 
at times a lack of demand when 
buyers balked at the price and held 
out.

The outlook for the new industry 
up to the season of 1906 was favorable, 
and an excellent quality of sponge was 
produced. Last year, however, the ex- 
periments have suffered from a variety 
of circumstances which are fully set 


forth by the Commissioner in his re- 
port. 

The chief trouble seems to have been 
in an unusually heavy mortality as- 


cribed to low salinity of the water and 
to the presence of an infectious disease 
in certain districts.

It is a matter of no small interest to 
note that the bill passed by Congress 


June 20, 1906, for the protection of the 


sponge industry will go into effect May

sponges taken with diving apparatus 
shall be lawfully sold in the United 
States except when taken in water 
fifty feet deep between October and 
May of each year, and that no sponges 
of less than four inches in diameter 
from the Gulf of Mexico and _ the 
Straits of Florida shall be permitted 
to enter the United States. 
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WHY COCOANUT OIL IS HIGH 


The extraordinary rise in the price 
of cocoanut oil during last year caused 
no end of minor troubles to the trade, 
and it took no small amount of ex- 
plaining to pacify the consumers and 
to make them feel that not only were 
their protests unavailing, but that the 
longer they haggled in a rapidly ad- 
vancing market, the more they would 
eventually have to pay. As usual with 
prices steadily climbing, buyers took 
particular interest and this fact of 
itself aided in strengthening the sit- 
uation. Ceylon oil during the year 
rose from the spot basis of 64%@6%c. 
at the close of December, 1905, to 
9@9%c. at the opening of the present 
month, Cochin during the same pe- 
riod climbed from 742@8c. to 9%@10c., 
and both oils are firm at the advance, 
with an upward tendency. The cause 
of such an unusual advance is of 
course due in the first place, to an 
unusual shortage of the copra crop 
and consequent light offerings at pri- 
mary shipping points of Ceylon and 
Colombo. The history of the market 
during the year in this country shows 
the usual minor fluctuations due to 
speculative buying and selling and 
at times a lack of demand when 
buyers balked at the price and held 
out. But soapmakers have had 
a busy year, along with all general 
staple industries throughout the coun- 
try, and while they could and did hold 
out for a time, they were forced to enter 
the market in due course and then the 
reaction was all the more severe. 
Meanwhile stocks in crushers’ hands 
ran low on the Pacific Coast and con- 
sumers began to have an anxious time 
of it. Soapmakers as far west as Chi- 
cago entered the markets of New York 
and London, which under the extra 
pressure were not slow in climbing. 
Every day brought bullish cables of 
some sort and buyers East and West 
became alarmed. 

To add to the exigencies of the situ- 
ation shipments from the Pacific Coast 
were held up, not alone for the want 
of oil, but because of an impossibility, 
especially at San Francisco, to pro- 
vide adequate shipping facilities. There 
was a genuine shortage of tank cars, 
in a measure at least due to the action 
of the Union Tank Line after the fire 
in discontinuing the shipment of their 
cars from the East, so that San Fran- 
cisco shippers could not get them to 
load back and were obliged to rely on 
rather uncertain sources for obtaining 
empties. Still another difficulty in the 
way of coast shippers, who were ac- 
cused at times of failure to make good 
their contracts, was the cutting out of 
several steamers by the Oceanic Steam- 
ship Line. Many shippers on the coast 
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have depended upon these steamers to 
handle the bulk of their business from 
the South Seas, and when the dates of 
sailing were altered or stricken out al- 
together the trade was seriously dis- 
commoded. What with a short supply 
of copra and the lack of transportation 
facilities it is little wonder’ that 
disquieting rumors concerning non- 
fulfillment of contracts got abroad. 
Fortunately they were only rumors, 
based upon vexatious but none the less 
unavoidable delays. 

The crop shortage which resulted in 
such light shipments to the coast is 
ascribed to typhoons, which were com- 
mon in the Pacific islands during the 
early spring. Then many of the cocoa- 
nut-bearing trees were stripped at a 
time when their fruit was ready for 
market—and many young trees were 
entirely destroyed. It must also be 
borne in mind that the cocoanut tree, 
unlike most other trees, bears fruit all 
the time. From certain branches will 
hang matured fruit, while others will 
be still in blossom—hence a storm not 
only destroys the ripe nuts but ruins 
the prospect of a later yield,

Advices from San Francisco, Cal., 
note that the wood and coal famine of 
two weeks ago fades into nothingness 
compared with the gasoline’ scarcity 
which now prevails in Goldfield. Gaso- 
line is, and for a long time will con- 
tinue to be, the motive power of the 
desert. Gasoline is a commodity that is 
difficult to procure on the desert at 
present. Telegrams have been sent to 
Reno, to be forwarded by train where 
the wires are down. They importune 
for a supply of the precious fluid. 1t is 
believed that there is a large reserve of 
gasoline in Reno. If it is promptly for- 
warded the automobiles will run again 
and there will be a supply sufficient to 
operate the gaso:sine hoists until such 
time as the railroad companies are able 
to forward supply to the camp. 


A saving of thousands of dollars a 
year to pulp mills throughout the 
country is said to be promised by ex- 
periments recently completed in War- 
rensburg, N. Y., whereby turpentine is 
retined from material which has hith- 
ertu been wastea. This by-product has 
been placed on the market and sold 
readily, and it is estimated that the 
annual saving to one mill in which the 
experiments were conducted will be 
$15,000. Large forests of spruce are 
ground up annually by the mills of the 
country for the manufacture of pulp, 
from which the coarser grades of paper 
are manufactured. Heretofore turpen- 
tine has been obtained almost exclu- 
sively from Southern pine, but it is 
said that the by-product of spruce can 
be determined from the pine turpentine 
only by an expert. 


The Royal Oil Company of Mon- 
mouth, Ill, and the Merchants’ Oil 
Tank Company, with offices in Spring- 
field, Decatur and East St. Louis, have 
formed a business combination and 
will hereafter be known as the National 
Refinery Company of Illinois, Z. D, Ells 
is to be first vice-president and assist- 
ant treasurer. He will also be man- 
ager of the northern territory. Sep- 
arate incorporation papers will be taken 
out in each State where the company 
operates, The National Refinery Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Ohio, the parent of 
the new consolidation, is the principal 
owner of the Royal Oil Company, and 
probably the most powerful antagonist 
of the Standard Oil Company to-day. 
The new amalgamation, which is pure- 
ly a legal matter, will operate in al- 
most all of the States of the Middle 
West. Their operations extend as far 
to the southwest as the Kansas fields 
and to the east to the Ohio fields. 






A Japanese paper states that the de- 
mand for various kinds of imported 
fertilizers has been steadily on the in- 
crease of late years, though the trade 
was somewhat unfavorably affected 
last year by the war. With the assur- 
ance of peace, however, the market be- 
came very active, and the importation 
for the year *1905 was considerably 
larger than that for the previous year. 
The remarkable increase in the demand 
for artificial fertilizers is a noteworthy 
feature of Japanese agriculture. About 
ten years ago the demand was met by 
home products, but with the develop- 
ment of agriculture supplies are sought 
from abroad. 


The question of paint for the bot- 
toms of naval ships is again before the 
Navy Department, bids having been 
opened recently by the paymaster gen- 
eral for a quantity of that material. 
No action can be taken until the dock- 
ing at the Brooklyn navy yard of the 
tug Narkeeta, upon the hull of which 
was applied some six months ago one 
of the several compositions brought to 
the attention of the chief constructor 
as a paint suitable for naval purposes. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
know that the bureau of construction 
and repair is conducting an inquiry 
into the facilities possessed at the va- 
rious navy yards for the manufacture 
or mixing of paints which can be used 
on the bottoms of ships of war. 


The first gypsum plaster ever made 
in Winnipeg was turned out recently 
by the Manitoba Gypsum Co., Ltd., 
at their new works on St. James street, 
just inside the city limits. The occa- 
sion marks the opening up of a new in- 
dustry in Winnipeg. There are only 
two deposits of gypsum or sulphate of 
lime, from which this plaster is made, 
known in Canada. One is in the East 
and the other, on Lake Manitoba, is 
that owned by this company. The 
company first built works on Lake 
Manitoba, but they were burnt down 
in July last, and it was decided to 
erect a new factory in Winnipeg, and 
to bring the rock here for treatment. 
This was done in view of the prospect 
of electrical power being readily avail- 
able. The works, which are regarded 
as the most up-to-date ever built, at 
present use over 200 horsepower, but 
this will shortly be increased to 300. 
About 70 hands are now employed, and 
work will go on all the year round. 


Reports from Morrison, Colo., state 
that Pike Bros. & Co. of that place 
have just closed a contract with the 
Western Glass Co., of Denver, to sup- 
ply 300 tons of silica sand a month to 
the Denver glass works. The deposits 
of silica are located on L. E. Ewan’s 
place, two miles south of Morrison, and 
are almost inexhaustible in quantity. 
Recently the Denver people tested the 
quality of the sand and found it to be 
98 per cent. silica, which is several per 
cent. above the average of other de- 
posits found in the state. The superior 
quality of the deposit leads to the be- 
lief that it is suitable for the manu- 
facture of plate glass, and it is prob- 
able that within twelve months it will 
be used for that purpose. This is but 
one of the industries which will be 
operated here in the future. The im- 
mense beds of gypsum, which have just 
been opened up will soon be added to 
the list of exports, and from 100 to 200 
tons of this material will be shipped 
daily for an indefinite period. Large 
bodies of cement, hone stone, fire and 
brick clay and plastic clays are located 
here, and need only to be developed to 
become paying propositions.

BOARD OF GENERAL APPRAISERS’ DE- 
CISION WILL BE APPEALED TO 
CIRCUIT COURT. 

Washington, Jan. 4, 1907. 

The long standing controversy with re- 
gard to the dutiable classification of press 
cloth for oil mills, manufactured in whole 
or in part of camel's hair, has been 
brought to a sharp issue by a decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers handed 
down on December 27 holding such goods 
to be dutiable at 44 cents per pound and 
50 per cent. ad valorem under the woolen 
schedule, and the government is now tak- 
ing steps to expedite the hearing in the 
Circuit Court of the appeal which it is 
assumed the importers will at once take. 
It is probable that the Attorney General 
will unite with counsel for the importers 
in having the case advanced for hearing 
in the Circuit Court, and it is possible 
that the question may be disposed of at 
the present term. There is good reason 
to believe that if the decision of the board 
is reversed by the Circuit Court the 
Treasury Department will accept the ver- 
dict and will not carry the case to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals.

It is with a feeling of profound sor- 
row that we announce the death of 
Hugo G. Adam, an editor of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter, which occur- 
red on Monday, December 3ist, at his 
home in Montclair Heights, N. J., aft- 
er an illness which confined him to his 
home for about four months. Mr. Adam 
was born in Tubengen, Germany. At 
the age of six he came to this country 
with his parents, and located in Nor- 
wich, Conn., where he received a com- 
mon school education, and later learn- 
ed the printer’s trade. When only 17 
years old he entered upon his first jour- 
nalistic work, organizing and success- 
fully publishing for eight years the 
Mystic Pioneer, a weekly newspaper in 
Mystic, Conn. 

Desiring to associate himself with 
New York publications, Mr. Adam sold 
his weekly paper and came to this city, 
where for eight years he was connect- 
ed with various commercial papers. 
During the latter part of that time 
he was editor of the Weekly Drug 
News, which was later merged with 
this paper, Some thirty years ago Mr. 
Adam joined the editorial staff of the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, and, 
making a special study of the petro- 
leum industry, was particularly well in- 
formed concerning developments in the 
oil fields. He was well and favorably 
known to the older merchants in the 
various branches of trade represented 
by the Reporter, and he enjoyed the 
respect and confidence of all who 
worked with him or under him. 

Mr. Adam was a thirty-second de- 
gree Mason, a member of the Common- 
wealth Club of Montclair, and of the 
Dutch Reformed Church. The funeral 
was held from his late residence on 
Wednesday afternoon, and was attend- 
ed by the officials and members of 
the editorial and business departments 
of the Reporter. He is survived by 
his widow and daughter.

Canadian Tariff Changes. 
PREFERENTIAL DUTIES FOR GREAT 


BRITAIN—EFFECT ON AMERICAN 


PRODUCTS. 

The new Canadian tariff, which was 
presented in the House of Commons on 
November 29 and went into effect, 
pending action by Parliament, on the 
following day, differs from the old 
tariff mainly in that it provides three 
sets of rates—the general, intermediate 
and preferential. The general rates cor- 
respond nearly to those of the old 
tariff which were applied to the prod- 
ucts of countries not entitled to the 
preferential rates or to specified reduc- 
tions secured by treaties, as in the case 
of France and Japan. The interme- 
diate, which are somewhat below the 
general but considerably above’ the 
preferential rates, have not gone into 
effect as yet and probably will not fig- 
ure as a factor in the commercial rela- 
tions of the Dominion for some time to 
come. This is due to the fact that in 
the negotiation of commercial treaties 
Canada is to some extent dependent 
on the Imperial Government, and that 
the application of the intermediate 
rates will be influenced by the most 
favored nation obligations of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, contracted at a time 
when the Dominion was not taken into 
consideration. The preferential in fa- 
vor of Great Britain and the British 
colonies, which in the old tariff 
amounted to one-third of the duties, 
has been modified somewhat and is, on

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 





Olive Oil, 

Protest covering an importation of olive 
oil. Duty was assessed at the rate of 40 
cents per gallon under the provisions of 
paragraph 40, tariff act of 1897. Protest- 
ants claimed free entry under paragraph 
526 of said act and made the following 
statement in reference to the importa- 
tion:—“The oil is used by chemists and 


others for manufacturing and mixing pur- 


poses, and also to a certain extent among 
the lower classes of foreigners who use 
this oil for cooking purposes. * * * 
same is unfit for human consumption un- 
til mixed with a large proportion of sweet 
oil, viz., peanut oil, cottonseed oil, etc.’’ 
This statement of the protest was con- 
firmed by the testimony offered at the 
hearing. The board in rendering its deci- 
sion said:—‘‘Said paragraph 626, under 
which the protest is made, insofar as it 
is applicable, provides for the free entry 
of olive oil as follows:—‘Olive oil for man- 
ufacturing or mechanical purposes fit only 
for such use and valued at not more than 
sixty cents per gallon.’ In the language 
quoted there are two limitations. First, 
that olive oil to be entitled to free entry 
must be fit only for manufacturing or 
mechanical purposes; and, second, that it 
must not be worth over 60 cents per gal- 
lon.. But the question of value is not, in 
our opinion, material here, since it ap- 
pears that the oil was fit for uses other 
than those mentioned in said paragraph 
126. The purpose of the limitations for 
free entry thus placed in paragraph 626 of 
the existing law is made the more clear 
when the rovisions for olive oil in 
former tariff acts are considered. In the 
act of 1890 the only provision for duty of 
olive oil was as follows:—‘44. Olive oil, fit 
for salad purposes, thirty-five cents per 
gallon,’ The provision in this act for free 
entry of olive oil, paragraph 661, was as 
follows:—* * * ‘Olive oil for manufac- 
turing or mechanical purposes unfit for 
eating and not otherwise provided for in 
this act.’ The provisions for such oil 
were the sarre in the tariff act of 1894. 
See paragraphs 32 and 568. The provision 
for duty in the existing tariff act is as 
follows:—‘40. Olive oil, not specially pro- 
vided for in this act, forty cents per gal- 
lon; in bottles, jars, tins or similar pack- 
ages, fifty cents per gallon.’ The provi- 
sion for free entry in paragraph 626 is as 
above quoted. * * * ‘Olive oil, for man- 
ufacturing or mechanical purposes fit 
only for such use.’ * * * We think the 
assumption is justified that when Con- 
gress changed the provision in the acts of 
1899 and 1894 from ‘Olive oil fit for salad 
purposes’ to ‘Olive oil not specially pro- 
vided for,’ in the act of 1897 (paragraph 
40) there was evidently a purpose to re- 
move the requirement of being ‘fit for 
salad purposes.’ It is further to be noted 
that in the provisions for free entry in 
said acts of 1890 and 1894 the words ‘unfit 
for eating and not otherwise provided 
for’ are used; while in the provision for 
free entry in the existing law no such 
words are used, but instead thereof the 
limitation is placed apon the oil which 
may be admitted to free entry that it 
must be fit only for manufacturing or 
mechanical purposes. Thus we have in 
the present law the limitation accompany- 
ing the provisions for free entry, while 
the provision of dutiable olive oil is in 
the form of a blanket provision for ‘all 
other olive oil not specially provided for.’ 
There is nothing in the existing law 
which requires that olive oil in order to 
be subject to duty must be what is known 
as an edible oil, and in our opinion olive 
oil which is fit for any use in the condi- 
tion in which it is imported other than 
‘manufacturing or mechanical purposes’ 
is subject to duty as oil not specially pro- 
vided for. The oil which was the subject 
of the decision in the Oil Seeds Pressing 
Company vs. United States (114 Fed, Rep., 
793) was shown by the testimony of a 
recognized pure food expert to be unsafe 
for human consumption and such as he 
would not ‘permit to be used for food.’ It 
is a reasonable inference that no process 
of blending or mixing would have made 
that oil fit for other than manufacturing 
or mechanical purposes, while it is admit- 
ted that the oil here involved may be so 
prepared as to adapt it to human con- 
sumption. The protest t overruled and 
the decision of the collector affirmed.” 





Petroleum Products. 

Protest against the assessment of duty 
on certain refined petroleum imported 
from England, a country which does not 
impose a duty upon the products of petro- 
leum exported thereto from the United 
States. Following the decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in United States vs, 
Downing (T. D. 27025) and the board's de- 
cision in Bergeresch’s case, G. A. 6405 (T. 
D. 27507) the claim for free entry was sus- 
tained and the collector directed to re- 
liquidate the entry. 





Petroleum Products. 


The merchandise in this case was paraf- 
fin wax, manufactured in British India. It 
was assessed for duty at 5 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, the rate imposed by British India 
on similar wroducts imported thereinto 
from the United States. Free entry or a 
lower rate of duty was claimed. Following 
the decision of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in United States vs. Downing (T. 
D. 27025) and the _ board’s decision in 
Bergeresch’s case, G. A. 6405 (T. D. 27507) 
the protest was overruled. 





Philippine Prodacts. 


This protest covered an importation of 
French perfumery from the Philippine Is- 
lands. Duty was assessed thereon under 
the appropriate paragraph of the tariff 
act of 1897. The importers claimed the 
benefit of the reduced rate of duty under 
the act of Congress dated March 8, 1902, 
reported in T. D. 23583. The protest was 
submitted on the record without any ‘es- 
timony controverting the appraiser’s re-

The merchandise in question was in- 
voiced as “‘cinnamic acid’ and assessed 
with duty at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 1 of the tariff 
act of 1897 as an acid not otherwise pro- 
vided for. It was claimed by protestants 
to be dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 15 of said act as a coal 
tar preparation. In rendering their deci. 
sion the board said:—‘We find from the 
papers in the case that cinnamic acid is 
produced from organic sources other than 
coal tar as well as from toluol, the prod- 
uct of coal tar, and as this presents an 
instance where is it incumbent upon the 
importers to establish their case by af- 
firmative evidence, which they have not 
done, the decision of the collector is pre- 
sumed to be correct and must be affirmed.

Progress in the Petroleum Fields. 


Development operations in all of pe- 
troleum producing states during the month 
of December as a whole show a falling 

’ off, and, compared with the month of No- 
vember, were nearly at a standstill. Not- 
withstanding the marked improvements in 
the pipe line facilities in oil fields of Il- 
linois and the mid-continent fields they 
continue inadequate for the needs of pro- 
duction. There are no indications for an 
increase in the production of Pennsyl- 
vania oil, and owing to the very limited 
number of new pools, the production of 
high grade oil bids well to show no in- 
crease in the near future. The comple- 
tion of wells showed a slight decline un- 
der those of November, while the new pro- 
duction has increased to a slight extent. 
The completion of wells in Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana showed a decrease but 
there was a very slight increase in the 
production. In the Lima oil fields a num- 
ber of wells were abandoned. The IIl!- 
nois oil fields continued to show up favor- 
ably and more wells have been completed 
there than in any other fields of oil pro- 
ducing States. The Kentucky develop- 
ments have not been increased conse- 
quently the production continued to di- 
minish. The month in the mid-continent 
oil fields was a record breaker in new

Pepper Shells Not Admitted as 
Unground Pepper. 


THE GOVERNMENT WINS IN THE CASE 
OF FRANK VS. THE UNITED STATES. 


Washington, Jan. 4, 1907. 

The government has won an important 
case in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals involving a principle which may 
frequently determine the classification of 
numerous forms of spices, drugs, etc. The 
case ruled upon is that of Frank vs. 
United States, the merchandise consisting 
of pepper shells reduced to a powder in the 
process of decorticating the pepper berry, 
being a residuum of that process, the 
shells not having been put through the 
usual process of grinding. 

The collector assessed duty on the im- 
portation under paragraph 287 of the 
tariff act as “‘spices not specifically pro- 
vided for,’’ but the importers contended 
that it should have been admitted to free 
entry under paragraph 667 of the free list 
as “unground pepper.” It was conceded 
that the so-called shells were in a pow- 
dered state when imported, but it was con- 
tended that inasmuch as the goods did not 
reach this condition by a process of grind- 
ing, they were clearly entitled to be class- 
ified as “unground pepper.” The Board of 
General Appraisers sustained the collec. 
tor, whereupon an appeal was taken to 
the Circuit Court, which decided the case 
in favor of the government. The Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which was then invoked 
by the importers, has now sustained the 
court below, adopting its decision in part 
as follows:— 
















































“The evidence shows that black peppers are 
decorticated by a box-like machine, having in 
its center a revolving stone covered by a wire 
screen, The product from the machine has 
three parts—a coarse, broken shell, the middle 
portion. having a ground appearance, and a 
white kernel. The latter part of the pepper 
berry is entitled to free entry, while the finer 


material, though very cheap and used as an 
adulterant, was assessed for duty by the col- 
lector under paragraph 667, which specified 


‘pepper, black or white, and pimento: all the 
foregoing when unground,’ or, in the alterna- 
tive, as waste or as a non-enumerated article. 
In United States vs. Leggett (124 Fed. Rep.. 
1915) it was held that the outer shells of 
pepper berries and the kernels in fact are pep- 
per. We are here concerned with an interme- 
diate covering, between the outer shell and the 
kernel As said in the opinion of the board:— 

“The goods subject of this protest are the 
residuum from this continued operation of re- 
move the Inner cuticle from the white ker- 
nel.’ 

“Such residuum has a ground appearance: 
hence the single question involved for tariff 
purposes is whether the article has undergone 
a process of grinding or not Tt is unimpor- 
tant, T think, whether the commodity reached 
its powdery state by a system of decortication 
or grinding. The process by which the outer 
shell is removed to reach the kernel fs thought 
to he the equivalent of grinding as that term 
is defined in the standard dictionaries The 
middle portion of the berry fs used, according 
to the evidence, without further grinding for 
the purpose of mixing the same with ground 
pepper; and after such admixture it 1{s sold 
as ground pepper. The importers contend that 
the article is commercially known as pepper 
shells and Is sold and delivered by that desic- 
nation Tt is undoubtedly a general rule of 
construction that the trade understanding 
should govern the determination to which an 
article of merchandise pertains before recourse 
mav he had to the common designation.

Louis to St. Louis, and will expend 
money to develop the oil fields in the 
vicinity of Sparta, Tll., and at other 
places within forty miles of East St. 
Louis, 


Reports from Bolivar, N. Y., state 
that William Crandall has completed a 
test well on the Clark farm in the 
town of Granger. The well shows for 
a good producer. The October Oil Com- 
pany hag finished a good producer at 
Allentown. The June Oi] Company has 
produced a two-barrel well at Horse 
Run. Victor Allen and others of Gen- 
esee, Pa., have leased the Palmer lot of 
fifty acres on Horse Run, and are to 
complete a test well by March1. W. F. 
Burr has completed a barrel well on his 
lease at Haymaker. 


Advices from Sacramento, Cal., state 
that a new corporation is planning to 
build a wharf 500 feet long into the 
bay and to erect an immense oil refin- 
ery for crude oil, which will be brought 
from the Southern fields. A spur track 
three miles long is to be built by the 
Southern Pacific Company from Be- 
nicia to furnish shipping facilities for 


the plant. The company will build a 
large number of big steel tanks on 
the hills back of the works. The new 


concern has already ordered 500 tons 
of structural steel for the commence- 
ment of building operations, and no 
time will be lost in getting busy on 
the new project.

Further im- 
provement was made by slitting the 
sponge cuttings and placing them astride 
the wire or other support, to which they 
were attached and then ovinding the faces 
of the flaps by means of a fine aluminum 
wire. In the course of a few days the 
two flaps grew together and the cutting 
became permanently attached independ- 
ently of any artificial binding. The action 
of the salt water on the aluminum wires 
soon destroyed them, leaving the sponge 
attached to the insulated copper wire by 
its own tissue. The cuttings thus sus- 
pended soon grew a new skin and as- 
sumed a spherical or spheroidal form and 
increased in size quite as rapidly as the 
natural sponges. The symmetrical form 
of the cultivi ited sponge and the absence 
of the ‘‘root,’”’ i. e., the base by which the 
natural sponge adheres to the bottom, 
made the cultivated sponges very desira- 
ble from a commercial standpoint. The 
natural sponge in use invariably deterior- 
ates first at the ‘‘root’’ and on this ac- 
count the cultivated sponges proved to 
be much more durable. 

Up to the beginning of 1906 the experi- 
ments demonstrated conclusively that it 
was possible to raise sponges of mer- 
chantable size in the manner described, a 
number of specimens, six inches in di- 
ameter, having developed from plantings 
made three years before. They were of 
excellent shape and quality and were pro- 
nounced superior in both these respects 
to sponges growing naturally in the same 
localities.

The disasters to the suspended sponges at 
seve ral places and the comparative immunity 
of those on the bottom caused a return to 
the earlier method of planting on cement disks 
and other bodies placed on the bottom Cut 
tings were fastened directly to the disks and 
to spindles of various material attached to the 
disks, and experiments were begun in growing 
sponges of special shapes to meet the market 
demands,

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“Several attempts were made to transport 
live sponges by express, packed in boxes, and 
it was found that with proper care in packing 
they could be carried successfully on journeys 
not exceeding three days in duration. With 
proper precautions and the use of ice it is 
believed possible to carry live sponges from 
Florida to California. Further experiments 
will be made. 

‘“‘Upon the removal of the custodian of the 
plantation of Sugar Loaf Key, and the conse- 
quent loss of protection to the grounds, all of 
the sponges of merchantable size were stolen, 
and it was found necessary to abandon the 
locality for experimental purposes. 

“A heavy mortality among the _ planted 
sponges near Anclote Key was noted in last 
year’s report and ascribed to low salinity of 
the water, a hypothesis supported by all the 
facts then apparent. Subsequent develop- 
ments, however, seem to point to an infectious 
disease as the cause of the destruction, a thriv- 
ing sponge plantation at Cape Florida having 
shown a marked change in condition after 
the planting in its vicinity of a consignment of 
unhealthy sponges from Anclote Key. The 
salinity of the water was normal at this time, 
and it appears very probable that the mortal- 
ity was due to an obscure infection imported 
from the Gulf coast.’’ 

Readers of the Reporter will remember 
that during the last session of Congress 
a movement was set on foot that resulted 
in the passage of a law regulating the 
Florida sponge fisheries with special ref- 
erence to the operations of Greek divers, 
who strip the grounds both within an 
without the three-mile limit. With re- 
gard to the necessity for this legislation 
and the results that are expected to fol- 
low it, the commissioner says:— 

“American sponge fishermen have had rea- 
son for serious concern in the recent invasion 
of their business by many hundreds of Greeks, 
who violate the Florida statutes by using diving 
apparatus and by bringing into the markets 
sponges under the legal size. Diving for 
sponges is prohibited in the interests of the 
permanency of the fishery, and the diversion 
of the industry into alien hands constitutes an- 
other grievance of the native fishermen. The 
matter was presented to Congress and occa- 
sioned much discussion, owing to the difficulty 
of legislating against the Greeks, whose ope- 
rations are conducted beyond the three-mile 
limit, but after a hearing, at which all in- 
terests were represented, a bill suggested by 
this bureau was passed June 20, 1906, to go 
into effect May 1, 1907. This bill provides (1) 
that no sponges taken with diving apparatus 
in the Gulf of Mexico or the Straits of Flor- 
ida shall be landed, delivered, cured or offered 
for sale at any port or place in the United 
States, with the exception that sponges so 
taken in water more than fifty feet deep be- 
tween October 1 and May 1 of each year are 
exempt from the provisions of the act; (2) no 
sponges from said waters having a smaller 
maximum diameter than four inches shall be 
landed, delivered, cured or offered for sale at 
any port or place in the United States; (8) the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor is directed 
to enforce the act, and is authorized to call 
on the vessels of the navy and revenue cutter 
service to assist him. 

“Another bill proposed, prohibiting aliens 
from gathering sponges within a marine league 
of the United States coasts failed of considera- 
tion.”’ 

The second bill referred to by the com. 
missioner was passed bv the Senate but 
was pizeon-holed in the House Committee 
on the Merchant Marine and Fisheries, on 
the ground that Congress had no consti- 
tutional power to impose the restrictions 
embodied in the measure,

Standard Oil Company’s Demurrers 


Overruled. 


Chicago, Jan. 3, 1907. 


Kenesaw M. Landis, in the 
United States District Court, handed 
down a decision to-day in the case of 
the government against the Standard Oil 
Company for alleged violation of the an- 
ti-rebate law, overruling the demurrers 
of the defendant company to the indict- 
ments. In_ effect the decision of the 
court denies the immunity which was 
claimed by the defendant through the 
contention that the law under which the 
defendant had been indicted had been re- 
pealed by the new Hepburn law, before 
the indictments were returned, and that, 
therefore, the Standard company was not 
liable to prosecution. The decision means 
that the defendant company will have to 
stand trial on the merits of the case, un- 
less the decision of the lower court is 
overruled by the higher tribunal. The 
defendant did not emerge from the fight 
without some results having been 
achived, however, for demurrers to twe 
of the indictments were sustained. 

John S. Miller, the chief counsel for the 
Standard Oil Company, while disappoint- 
ed by the failure of the court to sustain 
his contention that the company was not 
liable to prosecution, was not cast down. 
“I presume it is up to us to say ‘guilty’ 
or ‘not guilty,’’’ was all the comment 
which Mr. Miller would make after hear- 
ing the court’s opinion, 

At the time of the rendition of the 
court’s decision which may go down in 
history as one of vital importance, and 
may stand as a precedent for all time, 
there was present in the courtroom, be- 
sides the district attorney, and the other 
legal representatives of the government, 
and John S. Miller and Alfred D. Eddy 
for the Standard Oil Company, about 
fifty of the leading members of the Chi- 
cago bar, who were all intensely inter- 
ested in the disposition that the court 
would make of the contention of the de- 
fendant that it was not liable to prose- 
cution. 

The decision of the court follows:— 

“T shall take first the defendant’s con- 
tention that the Elkins’ law did not pro- 
hibit a shipper from taking directly from 
a carrier, a less rate than the published 
tariff, the defendant’s claim being that 
the purpose of the law was merely to 
prohibit the parties from resorting to in- 
direct methods, or inventing fraudulent 
devices to obtain preferential treatment. 
Until this argument was advanced here, 
the court had supposed that everybody 
agreed that what Congress was trying to 
do was to secure uniform freight rates, 
and that the various prohibitions and 
penalties were imposed to accomplish 
that result. I never had heard an in- 
timation to the contrary from any quar- 
ter, and have heard nothing in this argu- 
ment to change the mind of the court on 
this proposition. 

“It is also urged by the defendant that 
to require a shipper to adhere to a fixed 
publie rate defeats the ultimate object of 
the interstate commerce legislation, that 
object being the transportation of prop-

erty for a reasonable compensation. The 
court is unable to see that this result 
follows. What Congress wanted to bring 
about was reasonable rates for all ship- 
pers, not simply for some shippers, and 
Congress knew that as an essential prere- 
quisite to this preferences would have to 
be abolished. 

“Another point urged is that at least 
some of the indictments are bad because 
they allege that the defendant procured 
its property to be transported for less 
than the published rate from or to points 
beyond the carrier’s own line, the argu- 
ment being that the interstate commerce 
law requires the carrier only to publish 
rates for the transportation of property 
between points on its own road. This 
means that if a railway company, own- 
ing a railway extending from Chicago to 
Springfield, Ill., and connecting there 
with a line extending to Memphis, Tenn., 
should, by some sort of an arrangement 
with such connecting line, equip itself to 
transport property from Chicago to Mem- 
phis, and thereupon should publish a rate 
showing its charges for such transporta- 
tion, it is under no obligation to adhere 
to such published rate, but is at liberty 
to extend such preferential treatment as 
business expediency may seem to require. 
The court does not understand this to be 


the law. 

“The storage charge refund _indict- 
ments are attacked by the defendant. 
There the allegation is that the pub- 
lished freight tariffs of the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railway Com- 
pany showed that the carrier would im- 
pose a certain charge for the storage of 
shipments of petroleum after their arrival 
at Chicago; that a quantity of oil product 
was shipped from Whiting, Ind., to the 
Standard Oil Company at Chicago, and 
remained in the custody of the railway 
company until a substantial claim had 
accrued in favor of the carrier, on ac- 
count of such storage, and that the debt 
was cancelled as a concession or rebate to 
the Standard Oil Company in respect of 
the transportation of the property. 

“The law requires the published tariff 
to show everything in the way of ter- 
minal regulations, which in any way af- 
fects the cost of the service rendered by 
the carrier, and such published terminal 
charge is no less binding on the parties 
than is the tariff specified for the trans- 
portation. The defendant challenges these 
indictments because it does not appear 
that the Standard Oil Company was the 
shipper, but was only the consignee. I 
do not understand that the law is opera- 
tive only on consignors who, as such, 
would, in the very nature of things, have 
little, if any interest in the question of 
such terminal charges as are mentioned 
in these indictments. 

The principal questions involved in the 
argument, namely, the time when the new 
law went into effect, and the right of ab- 
solution by reason of the repeal, were then 
touched upon by the court. These were 
the points on which the defendant largely 
rested its hope of escape from trial. 

The court said: 

“It is contended in behalf of the United 
States that the act of June 29, 1906, did 
not go into effect until after the indict- 
ments were returned. The pertinency of 
this proposition will appear hereafter, It 
is urged that the postponement was ef- 
fected by the adoption of the joint resolu- 
tion by Congress, approved June 30, 1906. 
That resolution provides that the rate law 
‘shall take effect and be in force sixty 
days after its approval by the President.’ 

“Of course the purpose of this resolution 
is obvious. But it was wholly ineffective 
until approved by the President. This oc- 
curred on June 30. And by its own terms 
the act became effective upon its approval 
by the President one day before. Plainly, 
therefore, on June 30 the resolution was 
powerless to postpone that which already 
had occurred on June 29. While possibly 
on June 30 the resolution might operate to 
suspend the act for a period of time (and 
as to this I express no opinion) the ques- 
tions presented by the demurrers to these 
indictments are to be determined as if 
postponement or suspension of the act had 
not been attempted. 

“This brings us to what the court esteems 
to be the real question involved in the 
pending controversy. For the United 
States it is conceded that under the com- 
mon law rules of construction the repeal 
of a penal statute operates to wipe out all 
offenses against such repealed law, unless 
there is a statutory provision expressly 
authorizing their future prosecution. But 
it is denied that the act of June 29 re- 
pealed Section 1 of the Elkins law, and it 
is maintained that even if it were so re- 
pealed, offenses against the Elkins law 
are kept alive for future prosecution by 
Section 13 of the Revised Statutes, en- 
acted in 1871, which provides:—‘The repeal 
of any statute shall not have the effect to 
release or extinguish any penalty, for- 
feiture or liability incurred under such 
statute, unless the repealing act shall so 
expressly provide, and such statute shall 
be treated as still remaining in force for 
the purpose of sustaining any proper ac- 
tion or prosecution for the enforcement of 
such penalty, forfeiture or liability.’ 

“This law has been attacked here as an 
unwarranted attempt by the Congress 
that enacted it, to curtail the authority of 
succeeding Congresses by limiting in ad- 
vance the effect to be given to their enact- 
ments. Ii seems to me that such new rule 
is no more an impairment of the legisla- 
tive power of succeeding Congresses than 
was the previously existing common law 
rule an impairment of the power of pre- 
ceding Congresses. 

“The defendant further maintains that 
the substance of the saving clause in Sec- 
tion 10, respecting ‘causes now pending,’ 
was fully embraced within Section 13: 
that presumably the Congress that en- 
acted Section 10 was familiar with Section 
13, and it is argued that to apply Section 
13 here, as authorizing the prosecution of 
an offense upon which an indictment had 
not been returned prior to June 29, and 
was therefore not a pending cause when 
the rate law became operative, would be 
to deny to the saving clause in Section 10 
any effect whatever, the defendant’s posi- 
tion being that that clause by saving only 
pending causes, exhibits the will of Con- 
gress to extinguish all other offenses. 

“Of course this court will not assume 
that Congress enacted Section 10, in ignor- 
ance of Section 13. On the contrary, it 
will be presumed that it was famillar with 
that section, and it must be presumed 
cas % qnew wnat meaning had been 
given to and to another sa el 
like unto the one in Section ial — 


“It is the duty of the court to enforce 
the will of Congress as expressed in the 
written enactment. In the ascertainment 
of that will I am not at liberty to ignore 
the ultimate object of the law. The ob- 
ject was the establishment of uniform 
railroad rates, reasonable in amount. The 
former law had failed to accomplish this, 
and was therefore strengthened. Instead 
of being wiped off the books as having 
served its purpose, additional and severe 
liabilities were created, and more drastic 
remedies and penalties authorized. 

“For the offense with which the de- 
fendant stands charged, the preceding 
Elkins’ law prescribed punishment only 
by fine. The view entertained by the pres- 
ent Congress respecting this offense finds 
expression in the provision authorizing 
the additional penalty of imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. And the court is asked 
to hold that this same Congress deliber- 
ately intended to pardon all unindicted 
prior offenders, whose conduct it was, 
more than all other causes combined 
that moved Congress to enact the rigi 
and far-reaching measure of June 29. 

“My opinion is that, whereas, at com- 
mon law, the repeal of a penal existing 
statute extinguished all penalties for 
offenses against its provisions, in the ab- 
sence of an express saving clause, under 
section 13, the repeal of a penal statute 
extinguishes no such penalties in the ab- 
sence of an express extinguishing clause, 
which the rate law does not contain; that 
the so-talled saving clause in section. 10 
was inserted for the purpose of definitely 
prescribing the rule of precedure that 
should control the prosecution of causes 
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then pending in various stages in the 
courts, thus avoiding the confusion and 
controversy which, as experience has 
shown, must otherwise have resulted. 

“Tt is necessary to add only that in the 
court’s opinion an indictment for the vio- 
lation of the Elkins’ law need not allege 
that the published rate is a reasonable 
one. And without needlessly (as it seems 
to me) extending this review of the ques- 
tions raised, it is my opinion that such 
an indictment need not set out in full the 
carrier’s tariffs. 

“The demurrers to indictments 3,715, 
3,718, 3,719, 3,720, 3,721, 3,728, and 3,724, are, 
therefore, overruled. 

“In the indictments 3,716 and 3,722 it is 
alleged that there was a common arrange- 
ment between several carriers for the 
transportation of property over their 
roads, having a continuous line from 
Whiting, Ind., to Southern points; that 
the lowest total rate for the transporta- 
tion of petroleum products, as shown by 
the printed tariff schedules of the car- 
riers, was 39% cents per hundred pounds, 
and that the product of the Standard Oil 
Company was transported between the 
designated points for 259-10 cents per 
hundred pounds. 

“These indictments are bad for the rea- 
son that the allegation that the lowest 
total rate was 39% cents implies that 
amount to be the sum of the several 
local rates in force on the respective 
roads, and does not negative the exist- 
ence of a joint through rate lower than 
the total of the locals. The demurrers to 
indictments 3,716 and 3,722, are, therefore, 
sustained.”’

LINSEED OIL.—The market pre- 
sented a featureless appearance and 
business throughout the week has been 
of a hand-to-mouth character. Not- 
withstanding the dullness’ crushers 
showed a marked disinclination to urge 
business or grant any slight concessions 
in card prices. Futures were neglected 
and neither sellers nor buyers have 
been inclined to talk on a trading basis. 
The favorable factor in the mainten- 
ance of prices of oil continues to be the 
recent report on the final production 
of flaxseed, amounting to 25,876,146 
bushels from 2,505,927 acres, against a 
former estimate of the crop of 27,200,000 
bushels. The final production shows a 
decrease below that for last year. Lit- 
tle seed, it is reported, will be carried 
over from the last crop, while the sur- 
plus from the previous production 
amounted to 8,000,000 bushels. Prices 
of spot raw oil remained steady at 41@ 
42c. for State and Western and 42@43c.

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COTTONSEED OIL.—The market 
opened Monday at about the same level 
as it closed the previous Saturday. 
Transactions were light but the tone 
was firm. After the holiday trading 
became more spirited transactions 
were of larger volume and _ prices 
ranged slightly higher for the different 
positions. The accumulations of spot 
oil which we noted in our two previous 
reports as being small have increased 
to such an extent that round lots have 
been offered by leading refiners at 4lc. 
down to 40c., with no sales of impor- 
tance reported. The strong position of 
the spot market has been a most in- 
fluential asset during the bull campaign 
and the large short interest which cov- 
ered, previous to our last report, is now 
out of the market and probably will 
not operate again until the market has 
a decisive movement one way or the 
other, The receipts of oil during the 
past week have been the largest for 
some time past, and although trans- 
portation conditions have shown no 
material improvement, the oil that was 
due here two or three weeks ago is now 
arriving in rather large quantities. As 
the week progressed the volume of busi- 
ness increased, and the market exhib- 
ited considerable strength until Wednes- 
day afternoon, when the leading refin- 
ers put a damper on the bullish ma- 
nipulation by offering enormous blocks 
of oil for delivery over any position ex- 
cept July and September. Thousands 
of barrels of February were offered at 
391%4c., and there appeared to be unlim- 
ited offerings for first half of January 
at 40c. The situation appears to be 
that contracts have been satisfied to 
a large extent, and with the export 
demand inactive the oil that has comé 
here during the last few days has ac- 
cumulated until there is a fair supply 
on hand. The soap makers have satis- 
fied their wants for the moment, and 
are content to stay out of the market. 
Toward the close of the week transac- 
tions became smaller and, although the 
latter positions have continued steady, 
there has been an easier tone to the 
January and February options. Diffi- 
culty has been experienced in market- 
ing large lots during the week, and for 
the first time in a long while buying 
orders have been executed without ad- 
vancing the market. The demand for 
prime crude has continued very light. 
Our Kansas City correspondent wires 
that 37c. has been obtained, but sales 
have been few and the market, though 
exceedingly firm, has remained quiet.

Spot on 
light inquiry is quiet at 9%c., but some- 
what better than this might be worked 
on a firm bid. 
COCHIN.—The market is quiet but 
strong at 9%c., with a small jobbing 
business being done at this figure. Jan- 
uary-March shipments are quoted at 
94% @9%c. 
PALM,.—The demand is light, though 
there have been sales of genuine Lagos 
on a basis of 7@7.10c. and of commer- 
cial at 6.85c. Prime red could probably 
be bought at 6%c. 
OLIVE.—Demand was not brisk and 
buyers were somewhat deterred by the 
firm views of holders of the limited 
available supplies. There has been an 
active inquiry for prime green foots 
and spot prices have advanced to 6@ 
64c. We quote yellow olive oil at 66@ 
68c., according to acid test, and green 
at 60@62c. 
CORN.—In sympathy with cotton- 
seed oil, a decline of 13 points took 
place on Thursday, establishing the 
market at 5.12c. for car lots and 5.38c. 
for jobbing parcels. Since our last re- 
port 940 bbls. were taken for foreign 
account. 
MUSTARD.—This commodity con- 
tinues to move in a seasonably slow 
jobbing way and the market has a 
tame and uninteresting appearance. 
Prices remain firm at 60@62c. per gal- 
lon, accerding to quantity and terms 
of sale. 
RAPE.—Nothing of importance has 
recently developed in this market, and 
a continued quiet feeling prevails, with 
the jobbing movement satisfactory to 
dealers.

Crude was steady at 5@5%c., accord- 
ing to color and quanity purchased, 
The exports from New York for the 
week ending January 3 amounted to 
2,918,590 lbs., against 1,776,024 Ibs. the 
preceding week. 

WHALEBONE.—Continued dullness 
dominated the New Bedford market 
and no sales have been reported. The 
approximate stock at New Bedford on 
December 31 was as follows: At New 
Bedford, Arctic, 20,000; Northwest, nil;

LARD.—The stocks of lard have 
shown no material change at the turn 
of the month, but beginning with the 
first working day in January the Chf- 
cago pit was excited by a decided ef- 
fort to advance the prices for future 
deliveries of lard. It was somewhat 
extraordinary to see carrying charges 
on future with little or nothing to carry 
for the present, but a rather good way 
of making a market to sell on, fully 
allowing for the fact that the stuff to 
be sold for May and July deliveries 
will probably not be made in large 
quantities until some time in March, 
at the same time a speculator who may 
be excited into buying on a seeming rise 
in quotations would have no use for 
the January delivery, which is the 
cheapest, but might be induced to buy 
May and July deliveries, which are the 
dearest, and on which he would not 
risk to have anything delivered to him 
before the arrival of the proper month 
—plenty of time to sell out again with- 
out loss. At the moment there is prac- 
tically no demand for export, and the 
home trade is naturally dull. We quote 
city lard at 9\%4c. asked, 9c. bid; West- 
ern, 9%@9%c., according to quality;

STEARINES.—Oleo stearine during 
the week has been dull, although 11%c.

higher; 1,600 offered, 800 sold. This, 
however, represents the advance in 
London during the previous two weeks. 
Prime city tallow has stood at 6c. bid 
all week, with our melters quoting 6%

sold up for spot and nearby. There has 
been some small trading in edible tal- 
low at 744c. 

GREASES.—Trading this week in 
greases has been of a holiday character 
and prices are nominal. We quote yel- 
low at 5%@6c.; house, 5%@6c., and 
white, 64%@7c., as to grade. 

STEARIC ACID.—The market re- 
tains a favorable position, steady sales 
being reported at full quotations, The 
demand is well distributed and there 
is no accumulation of supplies. Prices 
hold firm at 11%c, for single pressed; 
124%c. for double pressed, and 13%@l1l4c. 
for saponified. 

CANDLES.—Market conditions are 
unchanged. Although manufacturers 
have had their plants in operation day 
and night for the past six months, 
they have been unable to meet the con- 
tinued heavy demand. Orders received 
as far back as October are unfilled; in 
fact, manufacturers state that were 
they not to accept any new business 
orders on hand would keep them busily 
engaged for at least a year. Owing to 
their inability to secure men experi- 
enced in candle making, manufacturers 
have been compelled to employ green 
hands.

Buyers and 
sellers were unable to agree as to price, and 
there is not much stock on hand. The market 
is quoted firm at the following prices:—A, kh,

The stock on 
hand was 461 casks of turpentine and 1,566 
barrels of rosin. °

Bordeaux Naval Stores Market, 
Bordeaux, Dec. 17, 1906. 

On the Bordeaux market December 12 128,000 
kilos were offered at 104 francs per 100 kilos, 
usual terms. At Dax there was no sale for 
lack of supplies. 

Without marking any decline, the market has 
been rather quiet all week. The market quo- 
tations were maintained at 115 francs per 100 
kilos, f. o. b. Bordeaux, payment in 40 days 
without discount. Some business is reported 
with Italy and Switzerland. We are now en- 
tering the holiday period, which will have the 
effect of lessening business. After the various 
firms have completed the taking of their in- 
ventories we may see a_return to activity. 
Manufacture on its side seems to be well sat- 
isfiled to hold on to its stock while demeaning 
itself by low offers. 

Dry Products.—The news which reached 
here this week of the formation of a new 
American syndicate has produced a deep im- 
pression on our market, first because of the 
precipitancy with which it was formed, and 
especially because cf the names connected with 
it. The effect of this new arrangement of 
buyers will be a greater solidarity in the man- 
ufacturing world, and it may be augured that 
goods will be vigorously disputed in 1907. The 
French fabricants will not fail to take ad- 
vantage of this particular situation, and al- 
ready they have announced that they will 
demand much higher prices. It is true that 
they are inspired to this action by the nu- 
merous solicitations, notably on the part of 
certain Parisian brokers, who are said to be 
operating for important English consumers, 

At all events, the circular sent out to all the 
large makers of Europe has excited the mar- 
ket for colophanes, and especially on the pale 
qualities. Quotations for W W_ and. better 
are now 31.50@40 francs, according to grade; 
medium colophanes at ?7@30 francs; brais and 
demi-colophanes at 26@27 francs.

A French Leather Dressing. 


A French formula for a leather trade 
dressing of an intense black is as fol- 
lows:—Gum shellac, 156 parts; borax, 4 
parts; nigrosine, 40 parts; water, 815 
parts. First dissolve the borax in the 
water, add the shellac, and heat over a 
gentle fire, stirring until the mixture is 
dissolved. Mix the nigrosine in a little 
water to the consistency of cream, and 
add it to the first mixture, which is kept 
warm in a separate vessel and somananii 
stirred until the black is thoroughly in- 
corporated. The quality of the dressing 
will largely depend on the nigrosine used, 
which should dissolve readily in water 
and give a very intense black color. The 
water which is lost on evaporation should 
be replaced, so the quantities given 
should always remain the same. The 
dressing is easily applied with a brush, 
and is said to give excellent results, 
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Economy in Indigo Dyeing. 


At a meeting of the Society of Dyers 
and Colorists, held on December 14, at 
the Manchester School of Technology, a 
lecture on ‘“‘Economy in Indigo ae 
was given by Mr. Peter Maguire, of Roch- 
dale. He pointed out the need for econ- 
omy generally in dyeing, and particularly 
when using indigo, owing to the fact that, 
in spite of the cheapening of most col- 
oring matters which had taken place 
during the last decade, indigo was still a 
relatively high-priced dyestuff. In many 
instances the chemical reagents which 
were generally employed along with it in 
the process of dyeing, were liable to af- 
fect the partial destruction and conse- 
quent loss of indigo. The chemical re- 
actions taking place in indigo vats by the 
different processes of reduction employed 
for dyeing cotton are very complicated, 
the knowledge of them incomplete, and 
they bear direct relationship with the 
losses incurred. The losses in vat dyeing 
are stated to be from 2 to 30 per cent. of 
the amount of indigo used, according to 
the class of vat employed, and the lec- 
turer recognizing, however, the fact that 
the different kinds of vats possess their 
own peculiar advantages for the produc- 
tion of particular effects, such as tone of 
color, fastness, and even odor of the 
treated material, outlined in a general 
manner directions in which some of these 


losses might be diminished. Messrs.

THEORY OF SAPONIFICATION, 





Lewkowitsch’s Doctrine Is Dis- 
puted by J. Marcusson.

Dr. Lewkowitsch’s doctrine of saponi- 
fication in stages, which supposes that the 
triglycerides, of which natural fats are 
composed, lose their fatty acid radicles 
one by one during the action of saponify- 
ing agents, such as caustic alkali, is con- 
tested by J. Marcusson (Berichte, 1906, 
3,467). A fat incompletely saponified ought, 
according to Dr. Lewkowitsch, to contain 
mono and diglycerides, and the acetylation 
figures which he himself obtained seemed 
to show that such was the case, but the 
present author, after partially saponifying 
olive oil and examining the product (a) by 
acidifying and then acetylating the mix- 
ture of neutral fat and fatty acids; (b) by 


extracting the neutral fat 


neutralizing, 
and acetylating that alone; (c) by acety- 
lating the acids freed from the saponified 
portion, can find no evidence of the pres- 


ence of mono or diglycerides. The rise in 
the acetyl figures can, he thinks, be 
equally well accounted for by changes in 
the fatty acids such as oxidation, forma- 
tion of anhydrides and so on, for con- 
siderably higher acetylation numbers were 
given by the fatty acids when the sapon- 
ified products ‘were allowed to stand some 
days.—British and Colonial Druggist.

This 
alcohol will, in a properly organized en- 
gine, equal, volume for volume, gasoline 
now sold at a much higher price in pro- 
ducing power. Even in the immediate 
future, then, it is evident that alcohol has 
a large field of usefulness. The farmer 
need not depend on wood, coal or oil for 
his power. His agricultural wastes will 
furnish it. His fields need only receive 
the sunshine and be given sufficient water. 
and thence any crop yielding starch or 
sugar, however unmarketable otherwise, 
may be made the source of power, light 
and heat,

Hope Cotton Oil Co. Wins. 


RAILWAY COMPANIES REDUCE RATES 
AFTER INVESTIGATION BY INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


Washington, Jan. 4, 1907. 

The proceedings before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission recently begun by 
the Hope Cotton Oil Company, of Hope, 
Ark., against the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
way Company and the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railway Com- 
pany, charging discrimination in the 
making of prohibitory rates on cotton- 
seed between certain points, has resulted 
in a material reduction of the rates re- 
ferred to, but even the revised rates are 
still so high that it is probable the com- 
plainant will insist that the issue with the 
defendant railroads be formally joined 
aad the case brought to a hearing before 
the commission. The specific charge in 
this case is that the defendant roads have 
adopted a freight tariff generally recog- 
nized as absolutely prohibitory, so as to 
erect a barrier to prevent cotton oil com- 
panies outside of Texarkana and Shreve- 
port from competing at certain Louisiana 
points in the purchase of cottonseed. The 
complaint of the oil company is em- 
braced in the following paragraph of the 
petition filed with the commission early 
in November:— 

‘That Hope, Ark., is located on the line of 
railway of the defendant, the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railroad Company, 
‘about thirty-three miles northeast of Texar- 
kana, Ark., a junction point with the defend- 
ant, the Texas and Pacific Railway Company. 
That the defendant, the Texas and Pacific 
Railway Company, in hauling cottonseed des- 
tined for Hope from Uni, Belcher, Lane and 
other points in Louisiana between Shreveport, 
La., and Texarkana, carries it to Texarkana 
for delivery to the defendant, the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern Railway Com- 
pany. That the distances from said points in 
Louisiana to Texarkana do not exceed fifty-five 
miles, making the total distance over defend- 
ants’ roads from said Louisiana points to Hope

New York 
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of not over eighty-eight miles. That defend- 
ants charge and collect for the interstate trans- 
portation of such cottonseed over their lines 
from said Louisiana points to Hope, in car 
loads, with a minimum weight of 30,000 
pounds, a joint through rate of 67 cents per 
100 pounds. That said 67-cent rate is so un- 
just and unreasonable as to be prohibitory, and 
shuts out complainant from purchasing cot- 
tonseed at said Louisiana points. That com- 
plainant alleges, on information and belief, 
that defendants have established this excessive 
through rate so as to erect a barrier against 
complainant, or any other company outside of 
Texarkana and Shreveport, competing at said 
Louisiana points in the purchase of cottonseed, 
and this unduly discriminates in favor of the 
Shreveport and Texarkana mills. That the 
local rate on cottonseed fro said Louisiana 
points to Texarkana is 12% and the local rate 
from Texarkana to Hope is 5 cents per 100 
pounds, making a total combination of the 
locals of 17% cents per 100 pounds; but defend- 
ants refuse to permit complainant to ship its 
cottonseed on said combination of locals. That 
a just and reasonable joint through rate for 
the services performed for complainant by de- 
fendants in such through carriage of cotton- 
seed from said Louisiana points to Hope, tak- 
ing into account all the surrounding circum- 
stances and factors to be considered in making 
such joint through rate, would not exceed the 
sum of the two locals, namely, 17% cents per 
100 pounds, in car load quantities.’’ 


Upon receipt of the petition from which 
the above extract is taken copies thereof 
were at once served on the two defendant 
roads, which were required to answer 
within twenty days. The St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Seuthern Railway Company 
filed its answer promptly, disavowing re- 
sponsibility for the rate but defending it 
in general terms as just and reasonable. 
The answer of this road was in part as 
follows:— 


“The St. Louls, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway Co., one of the above named de- 
fendants, comes and in answer to the petition 
filed herein, states as follows:— 

‘1. It admits that it is a railroad corpora- 
tion and is subject to the act to regulate 
commerce as stated in the complaint. 

“2. It admits that Hope, Arkansas, is lo- 
cated on the line of railway of this defendant, 
about 33 miles northeast of Texarkana, Ark., 
which is the junction point of the §&t. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern Railway and the 
Texas & Pacific Railway. 

‘3. This defendant is the delivering carrier

of the commodity named in the complaint at 
said town of Hope, Arkansas, carrying the 
same from Texarkana to that point. The 
traffic originates on another line and, as be- 
fore stated, is delivered to this defendant at 
Texarkana. The 67-cent rate referred to is the 
established class rate, and this defendant be- 
lieves is a reasonable one. 

‘4. This defendant denies that complainant 
has been subjected to the payment of unjust 
or unreasonable rates of transportation, or that 
the said town of Hope, Ark., has been unjustly 
discriminated against and unreasonably preju- 
diced by reason of the facts in the petition 
stated. 

“This defendant denies each and every other 
allegation in said petition contained not herein 
admitted, and asks to be dismissed.’’ 


The Texas & Pacific Railway Company, 
which it was apparent from the outset 
was the road oe responsible for 
the making of the prohibitory through 
rate, delayed filling its answer until nearly 
three weeks after its co-defendant had 
presented its reply. It moe be assumed 
that this interval was occupied in negotia- 
tions looking to the promulgation of a re- 
duced rate, for the commission has now 
received an answer in which it is stated 
that the rate complained of was canceled 
sometime before the date of the answer 
but at least a week after the formal reply 
of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern Railway was received by the commis- 
sion.

“Now comes the Texas & Pacific Railway 
Company, and in answer to the complaint filed 
herein says:— 

‘That it has canceled out the rate complained 
of in complainant's petition herein of cents 
and in lieu thereof it has issued and has in 
effect from and after the 5th day of December, 
1906 (see supplement No, 10 to Tariff I. C. C. 
1632) a rate of 30 cents per 100 pounds from 
points named in complainant's petition between 
Shreveport, La., and Texarkana, Ark.; that 
said rate of 30 cents is a reasonable, just and 
fair rate, and does not discriminate in any 
way as against the complainant herein or as 
against any place or locality. 

“This defendant would further state that it 
has a perfect right to protect its local terri- 
tory in order that it may build up industries 
along its line, and that any rate that would 
prohibit it from so doing would be an unrea- 
sonable, unjust and unfair rate. 

“And now, having answered, it prays to be 
dismissed with its costs.’’ 


In view of the contention set up in the 
answer of the Texas & Pacific Railway 
Company that it has ‘a perfect right to 
protect its local territory in order that it 
may build up industries alon its line and 
that any rate that would prohibit from sv 
doing would be an unreasonable, unjust 
and unfair rate,’’ the case now presents a 
decidedly interesting issue of importance 
to shippers in all lines of trade. It is ad- 
mitted that the Hope Cotton Oil Company 
has correctly quoted the local rates, the 
sum of which is 17% cents per hundred 
pounds, and the contention 0 the carrier 
therefore is that it is ‘reasonable, just and 
fair’ to add 12% cents per hundred pounds, 
or neerty 75 per cent., for the purpose of 
“protecting local territory.” 

Of course the spirit of the interstate 
commerce law contemplates a through 
rate less than the sum of the local rates 
over the same line and between the same 

oints. In certain of the Southern States, 

owever, railroad commissions have re- 
cently been created for the purpose of 
reguiating intrastate rates, and it has 
been contended, in view of the fact that 
these rates are usually extremely low, 
that they do not afford a fair basis for 
the calculation of through interstate rates. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
been disposed to recognize this principle 
to a limited degree only, generally only so 
far as to hold that a joint through rate 
need not be less than the sum of the 
local rates. In this case, however, the 
joint through rate is nearly double the 
sum of the local rates and the commis- 
sioners are of the opinion that the com- 
plainant in this case will not accept the 
concession already made by the carriers 
but will insist upon a hearing for the pur- 
pose of thoroughly testing the tenability 
of the ae which the railroads have 
assumed.

Reports from the oil fields have not 
been of interesting character, and de- 
velopments in general, with the open- 
ing of the year, were slow, while the 
work under way continues light and 
unimportant. indications still point 
to nothing but light producers, and 
there are few undefined pools in the 
lower southwest which are likely to 
increase the producing area, New pro- 
ducing territory continues, scarce, and 
the old fields are turnishing the best 
results in the way of small producers. 
There is not much to encourage a re- 
newal of activity during the wintel 
months, when field work is at a dis- 
advantage. lin the Illinois field a large 
area of undeveloped territory remains 
untouched, which is capable of supply- 
ing large wells, Impassible roads, how- 
ever, contiz.ue to restrict development 
work there. In the Indian and Oklaho- 
ma oil fields more activity in field work 
is looked for, and when development 
work begins afresh the production 
bids well to show an increase. In the 
mid-continent fields no changes are 
noted, and the December field summary 


of the oil fields shows that all previ- 
ous records in new production and 
completed wells since August, have 


been broken. The new production was 
21,370 bbls., showing an increase of 95 
wells, 6,797 bbls. production and 43 un- 
productive wells. There were under 
way 192 rigs and wells drilling, show- 
ing a gain of 46 over the November 
summary, The wells averaged 150 bbls. 
each. Owing to the pipe lines to con- 
vey all of the oil produced, a general 
renewal of tield operations in the near 
future is looked for. In reference to 
the Texas oil fields nothing of interest 
has developed. Indications point to in- 
creased activity in the Batson oil fields 
during this winter, owing to some 
thirty new dcrricks having been erect- 
ed south and north of the old field. 
The prices as quoted are for oil sold 
on credit balances only. Quotations 
for Texas oil are:—Batson, light, 65@ 
70c.; Humble, heavy, 62@67c.; Jennings,

Is Synthetic Camphor Dutiable? 
FEDERAL COURT WILL PASS UPON THE 
CONTROVERSY. 

Judge Byron S. Waite of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, sitting 
as a referee, took testimony on Friday for 
the Federal Circuit Court in the tariff con- 
troversy involving the classification un- 
der the Dingley law of synthetic camphor. 

The camphor in question is an article 
synthetically produced, being a chemical 
compound which is essentially identical 
with the crude camphor derived from the 
gum of the camphor tree, except that its 
lower melting point indicates a greater 
degree of crudity in the artificial than tn 
the natural product. The manufacture of 
the synthetic camphor is a German pat- 
ented process, the importers for this coun- 
try being Schering & Glatz of this city. 
When the first importations of the article 
were made last year the customs authort- 
ties returned the article for duty at the 
rates provided for refined camphor, where- 
as the importers maintained that the proa- 
uct should be admitted free as crude cam- 
phor. 

When the case came before the Board of 
Appraisers for action the government 
asked the tribunal to hold the article dut- 
iable either as refined camphor, or else 
as a chemical compound. In his decision 
written for the tribunal, General Ap- 
praiser McClelland denied both conten- 
tions of the government and sustained the 
claim for free entry as being crude. The 
government took an appeal to the Circuit 
Court, and after the report of the referee 
is filed, the question of classification will 
be passed upon by the court. Albert H. 
Washburn represented the importers, 
while J. Osgood Nichols appeared for the 
United States, 

At Friday's hearing before Judge Waite 
it was apparent from the large attend- 
ance of witnesses and representatives of 
the American camphor interests, that the 
question to come before the court was 
one attracting much attention among the 
handlers of camphor. Charles Duane 
Baker, former assistant United States at- 
torney, appeared in behalf of the domes- 
tic tirms dealing in camphor. Mr. Baker 
made it clear that his clients were de- 
termined to wage a bitter warfare against 
the admittance of the synthetic product 
free of tax. The point was made by the 
domestic interests that if synthetic cam- 
phor, which closely resembles the refined 


product can be entered as “crude,” the 
result will be the total extinction of the 
real camphor industry in the United 
States.

Fire starting from some unknown 
cause partially wrecked the linseed oil 
plant of Euston & Co. at Black Hawk 
and Hawthorn streets, Chicago, on the 
night of January 1. The roadway ap- 
proaching the plant was so soft that 
the fire engines were for a short time 
stalled in the mud. The oil tanks stood 
the test well and did not spread, though 
the roof fell in and some of the walls 
collapsed. The loss is covered by insur- 
ance. It is understood that the plant 
will be rebuilt as soon as possible. 


The news comes from St. Louis that 
three of the defendants in the govern- 
ment suit to break up the Standard Oil 
monopoly, who did not join in the mo- 
tion filed by the others asking the court 
to set aside the order of service on 
non-resident defendants, entered a sim- 
ilar motion last Friday in the United 
States Circuit Court. They are the 
Tidewater Pipe Company of Pennsyl- 
vania, Tidewater Oil Company of New 
York and the Platt & Washburn Re- 
fining Company of New Jersey. The 
motion raises, the same question of 
jurisdiction under the Sherman anti- 
trust law as was raised in the first mo- 
tion. Both will be heard by the circuit 
judges on the Court of Appeals bench. 


The Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company 
has issued a circular which states:— 
“The Chatham Manufacturing Com- 
pany, which it is proposed to consoli- 
date with the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company, was originally organized in 
1903, at the instance of your board of 
directors and clothed with liberal pow- 
ers. The purpose of the board was to 
have such a company available for con- 
solidation whenever it should be deemed 
desirable to enlarge the chartered rights 
of the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company. 
Your board, after mature deliberation, 
has unanimously approved and author- 
ized the consolidation, and now recom- 
mends its ratification by the stockhold- 
ers. All benefits of the consolidation 
will insure solely to the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Company.”

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Advices from the principal trade cen- 
ters have been to the effect that gen- 
eral trade conditions have shown a 
slight falling off during tne past week, 
due entirely to the interruption of the 
general routine of business by the holi- 
days. Reports from the large trans- 
portation companies indicate that the 
congested condition of miscellaneous 
freight throughout the country has 
shown little improvement during the 
past week. The bureau of statistics 
says that the car shortage is directly 
responsible for a marked decline in the 
volume of many staples in internal 
trade when compared with last year. 
Receipts of live stock, packing house 
products, grain, cotton and coal have 
all fallcn off. That the facilities in 
tracks, cars and terminal accommoda- 
tions are far inadequate to meet the 
necessary requirements for the prompt 
movement of the country’s great vol- 
ume of miscellaneous merchandise is a 
fact well known to producers and ship- 
pers, but on the other hand there is a 
lack of competent management, for 
which both the transportation compa- 
nies and shippers are to blame. Cars 
have been delayed because they have 
been found convenient places for stor- 
age. Cars have been kept on lines 
where they do not belong, and where 
they have been idle for days, because 
there was no intelligent system or suf- 
ficient incentive for securing their re- 
turn, or because the company having 
possession was keeping them for its 
own future use. Shipments and deliv- 
eries have been delayed because the 
railroads have been making up enor- 
mous trains, which move only twenty 
or thirty miles in as many hours. There 
is urgent need of reform in both rail- 
road system and management, and it is 
hoped that the investigating commis- 
sion will find a solution of the problem 

In the lines of trade represented by 
the Reporter the demand for chemicals 
has been quiet, but the undertone of the 
general market has continued exceed- 
ingly firm. Business in drugs has con- 
tinued quiet, but there has been no 
abatement of the firm position of the 
market. Paints and dyestuffs have re- 
mained quiet, the demand being of the 
usual seasonable volume. A good de- 
mand has prevailed for vegetable oils, 
and advanced prices have been well 
sustained. Mineral and animal oils 
have continued in seasonable request. 

The industrial situation has remained 
satisfactory. Building operations have 
been progressing rapidly, the mild 
weather being distinctly in favor of this 
trade. The speed with which sky- 
scrapers are erected in New York is il- 
lustrated by Wall Street’s twenty-five 
story giant, which will be known as 
the Trust Company of America Build- 
ing. It has been going up at the rate 
of about four stories a week. Reports 
from the structural iron and_ steel 
trades show that the large companies 
are still being swamped with orders. 
There has been no relief in the con- 
gested condition of the steel rail mills, 
and manufacturers are experiencing 
difficulty in keping up with their con- 
tracts. Advices from the metal trades 
indicate that with the exception of iron, 
genera! conditions have been easier. 
The demand for iron has shown no 
abatement, and producers state that 
they look for no reaction in prices for 
a long time to come. Practically ev- 
ery furnace in the United States is in 
operation, but consumption continues 
far in excess of production. The prim- 
ary market for tin has been easier dur- 
ing the week, and considerable pressure 
has been exerted at times to bring 
about a lower level. The local market 
for lead has remained quiet, with spot 
scarce and prices nominal. Copper 
has manifested an easier tendency, and 
a rather quiet market has been in 
progress. Exports of copper for the 
month of December, 14,023 tons. For 
the year 1906 they were 204,628 tons, 
against 239,863 tons in 1905. 

Reports from the textile industry 
state that trae has continued fairly 
active. Inventory taking and the vari- 
ous other duties forced on merchants 
and manufacturers at this time have 
combined to limit the actual new busi- 
ness closed during the week, but buy- 
ers have shown interest, and many 
have been on the market. A fair volume 
of fresh transfers has been made, 
mostly of small jots of both domestic 
and foreign staple. The firmness of 
the market is its prime feature just 
now. It would take but little to start 
active buying, but the leading houses 
are hoping that the start will be de- 
layed until they are better prepared 
with goods. According to the Textile 
World Record, there were 303 new tex- 
tile mills built in 1906, an increase of 
fifty-eight over 1905. The south leads 
with 294,956 spindles out of a total of 
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492,956. The total new spindleage may 
reach 1,750,000. Shortage of labor re- 
stricted mill building. Every branch 
of the industry, except silk manufac- 
turing, cOatributed to the activity of 
new construction. The general pros- 
perity in the textile manufacturing in- 
dustry, coupled with the scarcity of 
labor, has lei to an overhauling of mills 
and replacing out-of-date machinery 
with modern devices, so that the pro- 
ductive capacity per operative could be 
brought to the highest point. 
Manufacturers of all classes of ma- 
chinery have been rushed to keep up 
with their contracts, and the volume of 
unfilled orders on their books is re- 
ported enormous, The steel car makers 
xpect a full run in 1907, although the 
outlook is not quite so good as it was 
a year ago. The year 1906 was entered 
with the larger makers filled up, as 
they estimated, for almost the entire 
year, but they could not get the out- 
puts expected from their plants, and 
scme orders which were to have been 
filled in 1906 will run over into 1907. 
There wre a few large orders placed 
last fall, including those of the Penn- 
sylvania and New York Central. It is 
certain, however, that the large car 
makers are filled to at least the middle 
of the year, with the prospect of addi- 
tional orde.s that will keep them busy 
until 1908. According to the Railroad 
Gazette, the output of railway cars in 
1900 was 243,670, as compared with 168,- 
006 in 1905 and 62,950 in 1904. The out- 
put of locom tives in 1906 was 6,952, as 
against 5,491 in 1905 and 3,441 in 1904. 
In 1906 the railroads spent $380,000,000 
for rolling stock and motive power, an 
increase of 45 per cent. over 1905. 


The labor situation has continued 
rather mixed. Several large strikes 
have been threatened, but in influential 
circles, hope is expressed that difficul- 
ties will be amicably settled. 

The great agricultural staples have 
moved irregular during the past week. 
May wheat has declined the entire 
week. The range was 81 11-16@83 1-16c. 
closing Friday at 81%c. Corn has ruled 
easier. The range for the May option 
was 504%@50%c.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market 
Chicago, Jan, 2, 1907. 


Holiday conditions in the seed market 
were responsible for a period of dullness, 
ard the selling during the week was 
rather light. Offerings have not been 
very free, but the demand has not been 
such as to call out the sellers, and the 
tendency of the trade has been toward a 
lower price level, though no sharp breaks 
have beer shown. The close for cash seed 
at Duluth to-day was 1%c. under the 
close last Wednesday, and the other op- 
tions showed relatively the same losses. 
The buying has been largely for Minne- 
apolis account during the past week. The 
big company has been the best buyer, and 
on one day of the week representatives 
of that company evidently had liberal 
buying orders, for they were active for a 
time in taking on the offerings of the 
sellers. This activity was only temporary, 
however, and the demand soon subsided, 
the market closing rather weak. There 
is a general opinion now that the trade 
will not be on much higher levels for the 
coming few weeks. The crushers must be 
all well filled up with seed, and as there is 
no active demand for the products of the 
seed, either the oil or the cake, there is no 
reason why the crushers should operate 
very freely. They may take this as a pe- 
riod of rest. It is possible that if the 
market should weaken a trifle more than 
it has, some of the crushers may take 
the opportunity to lay in a supply. But 
this could be only a temporary move at 
the best for the reason that the market 
just now is very sensitive and a buying or 
selling movement of any proportions 
would quickly affect the entire trade. 
Whenever there was a sudden strong de- 
mand for the seed within the past week, 
the offerings would be free, and then the 
demand would dry up as quickly as it 
started. This may be expected to be an 
example of what will happen in the near 
future. It must be remembered that there 
is no demand from the foreign buyers for 
seed at this time. Navigation is closed, 
and the Eastern buyers are not buying 
any seed for the more distant months. 
With these two factors removed from the 
trade, it is not to be wondered at that 
any strong demand from any quarter 
creates a temporary excitement. Receipts 
at the central markets are now growing 
light. Duluth has been forced to take 
second place in comparison with Minne- 
apolis as a receiving point for seed, This 
is a condition which obtains every year 
at this time. After the close of naviga- 
tion, Duluth is no longer the active mar- 
ket. The crushers of the Northwest are 
in the Twin Cities, and, therefore, the 
great bulk of the seed is shipped to that 
point. As the buying of seed for the cash 
market is practically at a standstill in 
Duluth, the stocks of seed are on the in- 
crease, though the supplies are not yet 
equal to the stocks of the previous year. 
Minneapolis stocks, on the other hand are 
not showing any very big increases, this 
being due to the fact that the seed is 
constantly going into the crushers to be 
turned into seed product. There is now, 
in round numbers, 2,000,000 bushels less of 
seed at Minneapolis than there was at the 
beginning of 1906. This means that the 
crushers will not be able to run as freely 
as they did last year, or that the private 
stocks are largely in excess of what they 
were at this time a year ago. 

A comparison of prices with those that 
were prevailing at this time last year, 
shows that a year ago, flax in all posi- 
tions, was lower than it is now. On Jan- 





uary 3, last year, cash seed was quotable 
at Duluth at $1.14%. The peculiar feature 
of the market then was that there was a 
strong demand for the distant futures, in 
other words, for the new crop seed, 
September and October seed were being 
traded in, this being probably the earliest 
time in the history of the trade in which 
new crop seed was sold. Not the slight- 
est intimation of a desire on the part of 
buyers for new seed has been given thus 
far this year. In fact, no month’s de- 
livery, beyond that of May, has been sold 
this season, and it is only recently that 
May has been selling. The demand which 
sprang up at the beginning of last Jan- 
uary for seed was the direct result of 
the strong need which the the. buyers 
had for seed due to the prospective short- 
age of the Indian crop, and the known 
shortage of the crop in Argentine, This 
year there is not the same demand, None 
of the foreigners are in the market, and 
it is therefore all the more remarkable 
that prices would be higher now than 
they were last year. It might be remarked 
in passing, however, that October seed 
sold a year ago to-day at $1.18, and during 
the month at as high a price at $1.29, and 
that there never was a time subsequently 
up to the passing of the October delivery, 
that those who bought at the high prices 
in January were able to get out with a 
profit. 

There is, therefore, no strong reason 
why prices should go to much higher 
levels than they are now, in the opinion 
of the bears in the trade. They argue 
that if prices a year ago were lower than 
they are now for the same options, when 
there was such a strong demand for seed 
for export account, there is nothing which 


should boost them now, when the de- 
mand from the foreigners is dead, and 
prices are out of line for export. But 


while there has not been the export trade 
that there was last year, the domestic de- 
mand has been active in spite of the gen- 
eral belief that there was a big crop, and 
even if the foreigners are not able, on ac- 
count of the rices, to take another 
bushel of seed, there is no fear that there 
is to be a surplus of seed. One of the 
biggest men in the trade recently made 
the statement that if there were not an 
actual shortage of seed before the begin- 
ning of the new crop year, next August, 
he would be wonderfully surprised. Amer- 
ica seems to be independent of foreign 
buyers this year. It is well, perhaps, for 
the domestic crusher that the foreigner 
is not in our markets as he was at this 
time a year ago, for there is no surplus 
to go abroad, and if the foreign pressure 
were strong prices would go to prohibi- 
tive points.

LINSEED OIL.—The chronicler of con- 
ditions in the oil market has had only to 
compare one week with the one immedi- 
ately preceding it, and then say that the 
current week was about the same as the 
last one with the exception that it was a 
trifle duller. This has becn the case for 
the last month. Demand for oil this week 
has been no better than it was last week, 
and as a matter of fact it has been more 
difficult to make sales. There has been 
absolutely no ccntracting. A little spot 
business from the jobbers has been done, 
but the aggregate of sales has been very 
small. Not only has this been true in 
Chicago, but it has also been true with 
Minneapolis trade. There is nothing now 
to give life to the market. The men who 
made their contracts for the delivery of 
oil at an earlier period in the season, are 
now taking that oil according to their 
contracts. The crushers say that deliv- 
eries are fully as good as could be ex- 
pected at this time of the year, and fully 
up to the standard of other years, but 
that they are disappointed as to amount 
of new business which is being trans- 
acted. Of course, the holiday dullness 
has been a great drawback, and there is 
hope that the demand will pick up before 
the close of the month. The fact that the 
crushers have been forced to hold the 
price of oil high has undoubtedly oper- 
ated to keep many of the buyers out of 
the market. Much as the crushers might 
like to cut oil prices they have been un- 
able to do so from the fact that cake 
prices are so low, and the price of one 
is naturally dependent on the price of the 
other. If the foreign cake buyer would 
take hold more freely, and enable the 
crusher to realize more for his cake, he 
could then reduce the price of oil to a 
figure which would be more to the notion 
of the user of oil. As it is, oil is held at 
39c., though it is being quoted at 38c, in 
many places. Such spot sales as have 
been made this week have really been on 
the latter basis. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The demand for 
cake has been so dull the past week as 
to be almost inert. At Minneapolis the 
crushers report that they have been able 
to work several thousand tons of cake 
for shipment to the other side, January 
to April, at $22.75 per ton, but there has 
been practically nothing done in the local 
market, and while the price is about $2 
more than at Minneapolis, it is still 
largely a nominal one. A broker re- 
ported to-day that he had had some in- 
quiry for cake prices, but that the values 
that crushers enabled him to quote were 
still out of line with the ideas as to 
prices that the foreigners had. There has 
recently been some severe weather in 
Europe, and it is believed that there will 
soon be a picking up in the demand 
which always grows more active as the 
thermometer falls. The crushers have 
considerable cake, actually or potentially, 
and calls from the other side would no 
doubt be appreciatéd at this time, even 
though prices are low. There is a con- 
tinued demand for meal at $26 per ton. 

CORN OIL.—Demand for corn oil is 
quiet. Prices are slightly easier than 
they were last week, and‘the general 
quietness in the oil trade seems at last 
to have affected this branch, The demand 
from the foreign buyers ‘%s light, and 
there is only a fair domestic inquiry, Oil 
is quoted $4.70 per hundred in barrels, but 
can be bought for less. 

LARD.—Trade in lard has been good 
during the greater part of the week, th 
in a speculative way and for cash. Hog 
prices have been somewhat irregular, but 
the general tendency has been upward, 
and this naturally has strengthened the 
position of all product. Demand on ship- 
ping account has not been very heavy, 
but the make is light, and there is no 
heavy accumulation of stocks here or at 
interior points. If the prophets of the $7 
hog are right in their predictions, it 
would not be surprising to see prices 
to a considerably higher level than they 
now are, though packers are well in con- 
trol of the provision situation. Cash lard 
closed to-day at $9.30, the price for Jan- 
uary lard. Loose is selling at a discount 
of 42%c. Leaf lard is in moderate request 
with light offerings, and the price is 
quoted at $9. Neutral is quoted at $10.5

The Kentucky Petroleum Fields, 


Barbourville, Ky., Jan. 3, 1907. 

Little was accomplished in the proven 
divisions of the Kentucky-Tennessee oil 
fields during December. The _ closing 
month of the year was the signal for a 
temporary cessation of drilling in a few 
of the divisions where small producers 
are the rule. Few strikes of importance 
were made in the regular divisions of the 
field during the month and interest was 
chiefly centered in some ‘‘wild-cat’’ work 
in upper and lower Kentucky. 

Strikes in the developed area during 
December aggregated twenty-eight, and 
dusters numbered four. The new produc- 
tion aggregated 653 barrels. Wayne 
county continued the center of activity, 
being credited with thirteen strikes, 
This field turned out the four drys of the 
month. Wolfe county work resulted in 
eleven strikes, with no drys to mar the 
record, while a strike ig credited to each 
of the fields of Bath, Bstill, Floyd and 
Knott counties. None of the fields in 
which completions were made turned out 
a produced of more than fifty barrels’ 
calibre, the average production per well 
being much smaller than usual, In the 
developed area of Knox, Whitley and 
Cumberland counties no completions were 
made during the month. 

While a state of lethargy marked the 
month in the sections which have market- 
ing facilities, some excellent results were 
obtained in a number of localities where 
rigs were planted last November for test 
drilling. The best of the ‘‘wild-cat’’ 
strikes appeared in lower Wayne county, 
proving an extension of three miles to 
the Elk Valley division. A showing for 
200 barrels daily was obtained in a test 
which was finished the latter part of the 
month. The sand is the same as that 
found in the older sections. This comple- 
tion was the most important of the 
month in the ‘‘wild-cat’’ regions and is 
attracting several new operators, 

In upper Kentucky an extension of im- 
portance was proven in Wolfe county, 
two wells being finished out of a number 
recently started in the lower section of 
that field. Both strikes show up with a 
good production. 

Work is largely on the increase in 


county, a ‘“wild-cat’” proposition. One 
completion, small in calibre, was made in 
that county last month. The proven divi- 
sion of Fentriss county did not contribute 
a single strike. 

In developed and undeveloped divisions 
of Kentucky and Tennessee there are 
now about one hundred and fifty rigs in 
operation. A gradual decline in number 
of drilling rigs has been manifest for the 
past month, and an increase will hardly 
be made before the spring season unless 
the newer fields shows up in a promising 
way. 

The past year’s production of crude oil 
in the Kentucky-Tennessee field will not 
equal that of the year 1905. While figures 
on the year’s output are not yet availa- 
ble, a production of one million barrels is 
a fair estimate of the field’s yield during 
the year just closed. This is 225,000 bar- 
rels less than the 1905 figures. Several 
causes contributed to the falling off in 
results, the low price of oil being the 
principal one. The fields furnishing oil to 
the pipe lines last year were Knox, Whit- 
ley, Wayne and Cumberland, in lower 
Kentucky; Bath, Rowan, Wolfe and Es- 
till counties, in upper Kentucky; Floyd 
and Knott counties, in Eastern Ken- 
tucky; Barren county, in central Ken- 
tucky, and Fentriss county, Tennesse. 
Wayne county lead in production, mak- 
ing half the total output. Wolfe county 
was second in the list of oil-producing 
counties, 

The year opened with 87 and 58 cents 
being quoted on the two grades of oil. 
During the summer the prices were low- 
ered to 8 and 55 cents, and these figures 
have undergone no change since then. 
Comparatively little of the lower grade 
oil was produced, its production being 
limited to Bath and Rowan counties. 

Although the developed area of the 
Kentucky-Tennessee field embraces only 
eleven counties, drilling has been con- 
duced and oil found in fifty-eight coun- 
ties. Development work in a number of 
these ‘‘wild-cat’’ counties assumed con- 
siderable importance in 1906 and some ex- 
cellent openings were made for further 
work. The coming year will probably 
witness an influx of operators to the 
newer districts and if the oil market im- 
proves in 1907 several new districts will 
probably obtain pipe line connections, 
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purely ‘‘wild-cat’’ sections. Several divi-

COMMISSIONER CONSIDERING REGULA- 
TIONS TO PERMIT SALE OF SPIR- 
ITS BY WHOLESALERS 

Washington, Jan. 4, 1907. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has been cailed upon to give serious con- 
sideration to one of the most important 
problems that has arisen in connection 
with the enforcement of the new free ai- 
cohol law, which went into force on 
fuesday, the Ist inst., namely, how to 
provide regulations under which whole- 
sule druggists may be enabled to carry 
slocks ot denatured alcohol and to act as 
ihe principal distributors of that article 
w the retail drug trade without opening 
the door to frauds upon the revenue 
through the operations of persons who 
may take advantage of privileges ex- 
tended tu the legitimate trade to engage 
in the illicit purification of denatured 
spirits. The propriety of constituting 
the wholesale drug trade the principal 
ehannel for the distribution of denatured 
spirits appeals strongly to the Commis- 
s.oner end there is good reason to believe 
that the means will be found for such 
modification of the rulings heretofore 
made as will relieve the trade of its 
present embarrassment, 

When the general regulations for the 
enforcement of the free alcohol law were 
originally promulgated a special exemp- 
tion in favor of druggists was incorpo- 
rated to meet the condition that denatured 
alcohol should not be stored on the same 
premises with distilled spirits, ete. See- 
tion 59 of the regulations provides as for- 
lows: 

“Sec. O59. Neither completely nor specially 
denatured alcohol shall be kept or stored on 
the premises of the following classes of per- 
tons, to wit Dealers in wines, fermented li- 
quors or distilled spirits, rectifiers of spirits, 
manufacturers of and dealers in beverages of 
any kind, manufacturers of liquod medicinal 
preparations or distillers (except as to such de- 
natured alcohol in stamped packages as is 
manufactured by themselves), manufacturers 
of vinegar by the vaporizing process and the 
use of a still and mash, wort, or wash, and 
persons who, in the course, of business, have 
or keep distilled spirits, wines, or malt liquors, 
or other beverages stored on their premises 
Provided, that druggists are exempt from the 
above provisions.’’

The government protects itself in the 
case of retailers by requiring an affidavit 
to be filed with each application for a 
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way out of the difficulty here presented, 
especially as it is to the interest of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau that the great 
bulk of denatured alcohol to be sold at 
retail should be distributed through so 
highly reputable a channel as the whole- 
sale drug trade. This trade is now under 
more or less Federal supervision in that 
the majority of its members carry either 
wholesale liquor dealers’ or rectifiers’ li- 
censes and the high standing of the in- 
dividual firms of which it is composed 
furnishes a large measure of assurance 
against the perpetration of frauds of any 
kind. z 

Commissioner Yerkes has made public 
some exceedingly interesting correspond- 
ence with regard to the principles under- 
living the regulations adopted for the en- 
torcement ot the free alcohol law, which 
clears up many misapprehensions and 
points to the increasing efficiency of the 
new law as producers and consumers of 
denatured spirits shall become better ac- 
quainted with it. 

The correspondence opens with a_com- 
munication to the commissioner enclosing 
a statement recently made by D, O’Con- 
ner, a capitalist, who has just returned 
from Europe, where he _ spent’ three 
months studying the production and use 
of denatured alcohol in France and Ger- 
many preparatory to establishing two 
large plants for the manufacture of de- 
natured alcohol machinery in the North- 
west. Mr. O’Conner criticises the regula- 
tions severely in part as follows:— 


“Congress professed to give us free alcohol, 
but as things stand to-day the manufacturer 
of denatured alcohol is handicaped by having 
to use 10 per cent. wood alcohol and some ben- 
zine. And who furnishes the wood alcohol and 
benzine? The trust. This puts a direct tax 
of 3% to 5 cents a gallon on denatured alco- 
hol, and the trust can raise this enough more 
to kill all efforts to make cheap fuel alcohol. 

‘“‘Now, Congress put alcohol, apparently, on 
the free list, but left all the doors open and 
walked out and left the law half finished, and 
said to the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nut:—‘You can have all the say-so as to how 
to finish up and doctor this bill.’ Thus, the 
destiny of 90,000,000 people is left to one or 
two men. Is this law or justice? Why, you 
can see between the lines the result. Our 
legislatures should say, the denaturant shall 
cost, at a maximum not to exceed 1 cent, 
and as much cheaper as can be satisfactorily 
and practically used. One-half cent a gallon 
is sufficient. It is seriously hoped our present 
Congress will amend this law, and that at 
once, 

“The commission then went abroad last sea- 
son to examine the system of denmturizing in 
Europe, adopted the French system which has 
practically killed its usage in France. Mr. 
Yerkes, Commissioner of Internal Revenue; 
Congressman Hill and another formed the 
commission. 

“The United States consul at Paris, Frank 
W. Mason, said that he was astounded and 
astonished when he heard what they did, as 
they not only knew, but went to Germany and 
found out, that the German system of dena- 
turizing was five times cheaper. Germany 
requires 2 per cent. methyl alcohol and one- 
half of 1 per cent. pyridin, which makes it 
cost for denaturizing less than 1 cent a gal- 
lon, approximately. The German law expires 
October 12, 1908, and when it expires they will 
denaturize for one-four of a cent a gallon, 
using no wood alcohol at all. There are 
dozens of chemical ingredients used, any one 
of which would answer as well, if not better. 

“Tt seems to me class legislation, if a Con- 
gress makes a law that says we must use 
an article controlled by a trust.’’ 


It is not Commissioner Yerkes’ habit to 
“rush into print’’ in the defense of the policies 
of his bureau, but in this case he has deemed 
it only proper that he should correct the many 
misapprehensions which would be created in 
the minds of uninformed persons who might 
read Mr. O'Connor's statement. He has there- 
fore made public the following reply to these 
strictures:—

lute ignorance—the recent legislation of Con- 
gress with regard to denatured alcohol, and 
the regulations made by the Treasury Depart- 
ment in conformity with this law. 

“Among other things he expresses surprise 
because the department requires alcohol that 
now pays a tax of about $2 per wine gallon 
to be denatured with anything, because that 
anything must add to the cost of the article 
to the consumer. 

“The Congress in its law provided that alco- 
hol now bearing the internal-revenue’ tax 
above stated could be withdrawn from a bond- 
ed warehouse free of this tax, provided it were 
mixed in the presence of and under the direc- 
tion of an authorized government officer, with 
methyl (wood) alcohol or other denaturing ma- 
terial or materials, destroying the character of 
the alcohol as a beverage and rendering it 
unfit for liquid medicinal purposes. Therefore, 
the addition of some recognized denaturant is 
legally necessary 

“Dr. O'Conner complains bitterly that this 
department accepted the denaturant now used 
by Great Britain, namely, a certain percentage 
of wood alcohol and benzine. That some 
naturing material must be selected is 
from the law. When this office came to 
sider the question, it naturally, properly 
sensibly made a study of the systems 
abroad for the past half century. 

“Great Britain uses for completely denaturing 
purposes 10 per cent. of wood alcohol and a 
half of one per cent. of benzine France uses 
wood alcohol and benzine; Germany wood al- 
cohol and a pyridin base, say, bone oil 

“The testimony of government experts abroad 
is that wood alcohol is the best denaturant that 
can be employed, and this for a variety of rea- 
sons. To it is added benzine or bone oil, some- 
thing to impart a distinct and unpleasant odor 
to the denatured spirits. 

“This department did not 
formula absolutely, but 
extent the wood alcohol. The regulations were 
issued September 29. Later, by reason of the 
fact that the price of wood alcohol as offered 
for denaturing purposes was higher than this 
office had believed it would be, on December 
10 a regulation was issued, allowing the use, if 
denaturers preferred it, of the German system, 
namely, 2 per cent. of wood alcohol and a 
half of 1 per cent. of a ypridin base. This 
regulation of December 10 was sent broadcast 
throughout the country, yet Mr. Conner on 
December 2ist insists that this office allows 
only the use of the British formula. 

“The people of the United States have the 
right to use the German formula, which, ac- 
cording to Mr. O'Conner, Consul Mason. of 
Paris, thinks is the cheapest and best’ on 
earth. I regret that Mr. O'Conner did not 
know this. He could have known it if he had 
been as diligent in the search of information 
as he was voluminous in the field of criticism 
Whether or not any of these articles are con- 
trolled by trusts, as Mr. O’Conner states, is 
matter for investigation and determination 
another department of the government 

“The new law did not change in any regard 
the mode controlling the production of al- 
cohol A distillery furnishing alcohol for de- 
naturing purposes must be constructed just as 
the law for forty years has required it : 

“Every effort has been made by this de- 
partment to facilitate the use of the dena- 
tured article, to place it in the hands of the 
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consumer as cheaply as possible. I think Mr. 
Oo’Conner, perhaps, has been led to believe by 
use of the expression ‘free alcohol’ that the 
government would give it to him absolutely 
without cost and pipe it directly into his plant. 

‘*He says he is ready to build a plant. I hope 
he will construct it. There is no reason why 
it would not be a profitable venture; and if 
he will take the trouble to study the laws and 
regulations, it is possible then, in the full light 
of real information, his foundations will be laid 
soon as the frost is out of the 
earth, 

“This interview of Mr. 

editorials I have seen in certain 
papers. One of them—a paper of a great me- 
tropolis of Minnesota—stated that under the 
regulations of this office no distillery could 
produce alcohol for denaturing purposes unless 
it had a daily average production of 500 gal- 
lons. The simple truth is that there is no legal 
or departmental restriction on the size of any 
distillery. Many are in operation that produce 
ten gallons a day. They can be built for a 
capacity of ten gallons a day or ten thousand 
gallons a day.

erous government bears it all, and therefore 
it is not a matter of financial import to the 
distiller whether or not the government keeps 
an official at his plant every day while it is 
being operated or whether he is sent there 
onee a week. The government pays the freight 
either way. A dishonest distiller would prefer 
to have him there once a week. An honest 
distiller would not object to his being there 
every hour his plant was being operated. 

“Another condition the gentlemen in 
Northwest seem to have overlooked. 
complain because the law and regulations were 
not made for the purpose of meeting the needs 
of small farm distilleries. The law was made 
to meet existing conditions. Whenever the 
farm distillery becomes a fact—and there is 
no reason under this law that it should not— 
then a new regulation will be made to meet the 
new condition arising by reason of the change 
in modes, methods and_places of production. 

“As a matter of fact, alcohol is now pro- 
duced at few distilleries, and those large ones. 
Whenever the change for the small distillery 
comes, the government will arrange in every 
way possible to facilitate and increase their 
construction and operation.”’ 


It is interesting in this connection 
note that while Mr, O’Conner complains 
that the cost of denaturing alcohol has 
not been reduced to at least 1 cent per 
gallon, as a matter of fact, the expense 
under the original formula is only .8387 
cent per gallon and under the alternative 
formula more recentiy issued only .804 
cent per gallon. In other words, the em- 
ployment of either the modified English 
formula or the German formula has add- 
ed less than 1 cent per gallon to the cost 
of pure grain spirits for complete dena- 
turation.

Reciprocal Trade with South 


American Countries. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ENDORSES 
SUGGESTIONS OF SECRETARY ROOT. 


The report of the Committee on Foreign 
Commerce and Revenue Laws of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the State of 
New York, on increasing the trade of the 
United States with the countries of South 
America, was adopted by that body De- 
cember 6. 

The committee dwelt upon the visit of 
Secretary Root to South America and ex- 
pressed the hope that it would be 
productive of much good. Mr. Root made 
seven recommendations looking toward 
the enlargement of South American trade 
as follows:— 

First.—We should learn what 
Americans want and _ should 
products to their wants. 

Second.—In soliciting their trade we ehould 
send to them agents who speak the Spanish 
or Portuguese language. 

Third.—We should shape our credit system to 
that prevailing in the countries where we wish 
to sell goods. 

Fourth.—We should seek to establish banks 
with American capital in South American 
countries, 

Fifth.—In cultivating South American trade 
we should treat the South American with due 
consideration and respect, avoiding. prejudice 
and the assumption of superiority. 

Sixth.—We should promote the investment of 
American capital in South America under the 
direction of American experts, chiefly as a 
means of creating and enlarging trade. 

Seventh.—The Secretary of State considers it 
absolutely essential that the means of com- 
munication between the two countries should 
be improved and increased, this recommenda- 
tion applying to mail, passenger and freight 
services. 

Commenting on these recommendations 
the committee approved of all except the 
seventh, to which they took exception for 
the reason, as they explain, that there is 
no lack at present in regular opportunities 
for the transportation of freight between 
the United States and the countries of 
South America. They agreed, however, 
that the mail service was in need of con- 
siderable improvement.

Conditions in the dye market at the 
beginning of the new year, although 
seasonably quiet, showed a fair amount 
of interest, and some dealers reported 
more inquiries and more business than 
they expected. Gambier, which has 
been very active, has slackened a trifle 
and prices are easier. Egg albumen re- 
mains at the same high level under 
scarcity of stocks. Aniline oil and 
salt are higher. Cutch is quiet. Nut- 
galls are very firm and not plentiful on 
the spot. Sumac is scarce and business 
has been done at high prices. Tur- 
meric is firm. 

ALBUMEN.—The scarcity of spot 
stocks and the lack of offerings from 
China is keeping the market at the 
same high level, and dealers declare 
that they have nothing to offer. Nom- 
inal prices are still 56@75c. Blood al- 
bumen is unchanged at 20@27c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Busi- 
ness is still mostly of a routine char- 
acter, but quotations show an advance 
to 11%@12c. for oil and 10@10%c. for 
salt (crystals). 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The market is 
quiet but firm at the old prices, 28%@ 
30c. for 75 per cent., 25@27c. for 65 per 
cent., and 20%@21%c. for 47 per cent. 

GAMBIER.—Compared with the late 
activity, the market has been rather 
quiet, but some business has been done 
ex Indramayo at 3.80@3.85c. Quotations 
for shipment are 3.82144@3.90c., as to 
seller, and store prices are somewhat 
easier at 4144@4%c. 

Telegraphic advices give the ship- 
ments of gambier from Singapore and 
Penang during the latter half of De- 
cember, 1906, as follows:—To the United 
States, 350 tons; to Great Britain, 450 
tons; to the Continent, 125 tons. The 
total tons exported from January 1 to 
December 31, the last three years, are 
shown in the following table:—

HYPO OF SODA.—The market is 
quiet and steady, with unchanged 
prices for American, though an advance 
has been made in some quarters. For 
the imported German brand the price 
is still $1.85@2 in casks, but kegs are 
advanced to $2.25@2.50. 

INDIGO.—-The same quiet conditions 
prevail and quotations are unchanged. 
There is a general expectation that the 
auctions will soon be held. Messrs. Mo- 
ran & Co. write to the Capital, of Cal- 
cutta, that a few parcels of indigo ar- 
rived from Behar, but no business is 
reported. 

MYRABOLANS.—The local situation 
is unchanged. The Capital, of Calcutta, 
has the following:— 

The market fs quiet but steady at Rs. 2@Rs. 
2-2 for picked Bimlies, Rs. 1-18@Rs. 1-14 for 
ordinary yellow No. 1 quality. Rs. 1-5@Rs. 1-6 
for No. 2 quality and As. 0-14@Rs. 1-1 for No. 
8 quality and rejections per B. md., weight, 
loose, respectively, according to grades for 
near and early deliveries As usual at this 
period of the season, stocks and supplies are 
much reduced. 

NUTGALLS.—The market for blue 
Aleppo is strong at the late advance to 
23@25e. There has been some inquiry 
for Chinese at 16%@17c., but sales are 
made of small lots only, as stocks are 
low and concentrated. 

PRUSSIATES.— Firmness continues 
for yellow prussiate of potash at 17c 
and for red at 35@40c. Prussiate of 
soda has also stiffened up, and at the 
former price of 12%@12%c. some busi- 
ness has been done. 

SAGO FLOUR.—Scarcity of stocks, 
with little said to be coming in, has in- 
duced holders to advance quotations to 
2@2kke. 

SUMAC.—Some business has been 
done at the prevailing high rates. Re- 
ported offers from Sicily show further 
advances on quotations for shinment to 
$68@70 for 25 per cent., and $76.50 for 
29 per cent. Business on the spot has 
been done at $75 for lots testing 29 to 
21 per cent., and at $74 for 28 ner cent. 
While these quotations are still given 
they are really nominal. as late sales 
have pretty well cleaned up all avail- 
able stocks. 

TAPTOCA FLOUR.—The market is 
very firm at last prices. 2%4@4c., in 
svmpathy with the good position of 
taninea, 

TIN CRYSTALS.—With the metal 
steady, no change is noted in the price 
of erystals. 26@27c. Ri-chloride of tin 
is also unchanged at 12%@12%c. Dur- 
ing the latter half of December. 1906. 
the exports of tin from Singapore and 
Penang amounted to 700 tons to the 
TYnited States, 1,700 to Great Britain 
and 950 to the Continent. 

TITRMF!RTC.—A firm market _ pre- 
vails and last week’s quotations are 
well maintained. The Capital, of Cal-

Dutiability of Corks, Capsules, 
Labels, Etc. 


COURT RULES THAT PACKAGES AND 
CONTAINERS OF OLIVE OIL ARE 
FREE EXCEPT BOTTLES. 

Washington, Jan. 4, 1907. 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in the Massachusetts circuit has 
rendered a sweeping decision with regard 
to the dutiability of corks, capsules, la- 
bels, reed envelopes, wooden cases, etc. 
constituting a part of the containers and 
coverings of an importation of olive oil. 
The court holds that all these articles are 
“incident to the oil rather than to the 
bottles’? and that as the oil pays a spe- 
cific duty fixed by law, all coverings and 
containers are entitled to free entry ex- 
cept the glass bottles, which are made 
dutiable by paragraph 99 of the tariff act. 
The decision is of far-reaching conse- 
quence and applies to other oils, liquids 
and other goods imported in bottles. As 
it is not probable that the case will be 
carried to the United States Supreme 
Court upon a writ of certiormri, the cus- 
toms officials at all ports will hereafter 
levy no duty upon corks, capsules and 
the other coverings or wrappings involved 
in this decision. 

After analyzing the respective conten- 
tions of the Government and the im- 
porters and summarizing the decision of 
the Circuit Court below, which was fa- 
vorable to the Government, the Court of 
Appeals says:— 


“Ordinarily the containers, coverings and 
packing charges of goods subject to a spe- 
cific duty are not dutiable unless expressly 
provided for by an act of Congress. It is 
to be observed that the specific duty upon 
a gallon of olive oil varies according to the 
container, being 10 cents more when con- 
tained in bottles, jars, tins and similar 
packages than when imported in other con- 
tainers. (Paragraph +0, tariff act.) Glass 
bottles have been dealt with specifically by 
Congress and therefore do not come within 
the general rule which exempts the contain- 
rid or coverings of goods subject to specific 
uty. 

“The United States contends that author- 
ity for assessing additional duties upon corks, 
labels and capsules is to be found in para- 
graph 99. By this paragraph, under the 
general heading ‘Glass and Glassware,’ 
glass bottles, whether filled or unfilled, and 
whether filled with free contents or with 
contents subject to a specific duty, are sub- 
ject, according to holding capacity, to duties 
of 1 cent per pound, 1% cents per pound or 
50 cents per gross. This is clearly a specific 
duty on bottles as glassware. The further 
provision ‘that none of the above articles 
shall pay a less rate of duty than forty per 
cenetum ad valorem’ affords no indication 
of an intent to give the words ‘glass bottles’ 
a broader signification in determining the 
duty ad valorem than in determining it at 
the specific rate. The articles which are 
dutiable ad valorem are the same articles 
that are subject to duty at so much per 
pound or per gross. 

“ It is urged that a ‘filled’ bottle necessarily 
implies the use of a cork, wiring or other fit- 
ting to preserve the contents of the bottle, and 
that such fittings, therefore, are parts of the 
filled bottle. <A sufficient answer to this ts 
that the language ‘glass bottles * * * filled 
or unfilled’ does not imply a cork or other 
fittings to preserve the contents, but, on 
the contrary, for purposes of taxation makes 
free and specific duty contents, and corks 
to preserve the contents entirely immaterial. 

“Corks, capsules, labels and wire wrap- 
ping are in no sense glass or glassware or 
glass bottles, and an attempt to include 
them in paragraph 99 is in violation of the 
ordinary rules for the interpretation of lan- 
guage, as well as the settled rule of law that 
duties are never imposed upon a citizen upon 
vague or doubtful interpretations. Were 
there a fair doubt that doubt should he 
solved in favor of the importer. Hartrarift 
vs. Wiegmann (121 U. S., 609); Amereican 
Net and Twine Company vs. Worthington 
(141 UV. 8.. 468). * * * 

“Tt is possible, nowever, to consider a case 
of olive oil in bottles as containing two dif- 
ferent kinds of dutiable merchandise, i. e., 
olive oil and glass bottles; and it is per- 
haps not unreasonable to say that the charges 
for reed coverings, wooden cases, packing and 
filling appertain to both, and therefore are 
apportionable pro rata according to the value 
of the respective kinds of merchandise. It 
may be said that for many years glass bot- 
tles have been dealt with as dutiable glass- 
ware and not merely as incidents to the im- 
portation of their contents, and that, hav- 
ing been so dealt with, the same rule of 
‘apportionment of charges for cases, pack- 
ing and filling should be observed as where 
a single case contains entirely different and 
independent articles of importation. To de- 
termine if such an apportionment Is just 
requires a construction of paragraph 40 
(which, but for paragraph 99, would allow 
free importation of bottles and cases as 
well) and of paragraph 99, which makes 
bottles a particular class of ad valorem mer- 
chandise or, at least, merchandise subject to 
dutv not less than 40 per cent. ad valorem. 

‘“‘We are of the opinion that in determining 
the gross amount of duties to be assessed upon 
a case of olive oil under paragraphs 40 and 
99. by the sounder construction section 99 must 
be held to require a determination only of the 
value of the glass bottles containing the olive 
oil, without the addition of any portion of the 
value of the cases and coverings, all of which 
are the necessary and usual coverings of the 
olive oll, since these are provided for by para- 
graph 40. As a matter of common sense, the 
imposition of a tax on glass bottles does not 
have the effect of requiring any different kinds 
of cases or coverings for olive oil in bottles, 
and does not require that additional or other 
eases or coverings be provided for the glass 
bottles, since they need only the same cases 
and coverings that protect the olive oll. It is 
improper to apportion any part of these cases 
to the bottles, for the reason that this is in 
effect to say that this part Is not, as a sub- 
stantial manner, essential for the protection 
of the oil. The theory of apportionment of 
cases breaks down when it is so applied as to 
increase the duties and as to deny what Is the 
fact—that the entire cases and coverings are 
the essential and usual protection of the oll. 
The theory that a part of this protection can 
be separated and apportioned to the bottles 
loses sight of the fact that the remaining part 
would be an insufficient protection for the oil. 

“As it is conceded that the mator part of 
the coverings of the oil are nondutiable for 
the reason that olive oil pays a specific duty, 
we think it follows that the minor portion 
is also nondutiable for the same reason. The 
error is in the attempt to apportion the rule 
and to apply it to a part of the necessary 
coverings of the oll. 

“Counsel for the appellant also contend that 
the uniform practice of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for a long period of years was to regard 
labels, capsules, corks, and the like as not 
appertaining to bottles nor enhancing their 
value, but only the value of the contents, 
citing T. D. 6914, T. D. 7465, T. D. 3944, and 








T. D. 2389. It is also contended that this in- 
terpretation was not interrupted till 1902, when 
it was reversed in West vs. United States (119 
Fed. Rep., 495). We fully agree with the ap- 
pellant that West vs. United States is not a 
sufficient authority for the reversal of the for- 
mer practice, and that there is no sufficient 
authority requiring a reversal of the former 
practice. 

‘We are of the opinion that there is no 
warrant in law for assessing ad valorem duties 
upon corks, cupsules, and labels pertaining to 
olive oil in bottles under either paragraph 99 
of the tariff act or under section 19 of the 
customs administration act. We are further 
of the opinion that it is so very doubtful 
whether there is any warrant in law for sup- 
porting any part of the charges for the reed 
coverings, cases, or filling and packing charges 
to the glass bottles that this doubt must be 
resolved in favor of the importer, 

*‘We think it is doubtful whether Congress 
ever contemplated the highly artificial mode 
of assessing duties which is illustrated in the 
present case. An apportionment of a part of 
the cost of packing cases and coverings to the 
glass bottles involves the erroneous assumption 
that the bottles require other coverings than 
those which are essential for the specific duty 
goods. Upon this erroneous assumption is based 
a calculation to determine what part of the 
eases or coverings is apportionable to the 
bottles. It is, of course, impractical, and 
would be altogether unreasonable, to make an 
apportionment between a specific duty of 50 
cents a gallon on oil and an ad valorem charge 
on a glass bottle; therefore, it is essential to 
compute not only the marketable value of the 
glass bottle, but the marketable value of the 
olive oil—a computation which would seem to 
be altogether superfluous for the carrying out 
of the statute which imposes a specific duty 
of so much per gallon on the oil. While it 
seems to have been the practice to require a 
statement of values on importations of specific 
duty goods as well as ad valorem goods, yet it 
would seem hardly to be within the contem- 
plation of Congress to require an ad valorem 
valuation of specific duty goods merely for the 
purpose of apportioning, in an artificial man- 
ner, case and packing charges, necessary for 
specific duty goods, between bottles filled with 
specific duty goods and the specific duty goods 
which are intended to bring in their cases free. 
We think, therefore, that view of the statutes 
should be preferred which will restore the for- 
mer practice, and relieve the customs officials 
of the burden of artificial computations by 
which importers have been charged with du- 
ties additional to those expressly defined by 
the present tariff act.

HOW SHOULD IMPORTED MANUFAC- 
TURED PETROLEUM PRODUCTS BE 
ASSESSED? 


Washington, Jan. 4, 1907. 

Assistant Secretary Keep, of the Treas- 
ury Department, has forwarded instruc- 
tions to the collector of customs at Phila- 
delphia that will result in bringing before 
the Circuit Court a recent decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers on an im- 
portation of petroleum products made at 
that port that will serve to test the 
soundness of the department’s theory with 
regard to the assessment of countervail- 
ing duties under the proviso to paragraph 
626 of the tariff act. The question is a 
complicated one but of the highest im- 
nortance to importers of petroleum prod- 
ucts who have been greatly embarrassed 
within the past year or two because of 
the difficulty of determining the duty-paid 
cost of their importations before placing 
them on the market. 

The proviso to paragraph 626 stipulates 
that although petroleum and its products 
may be generally treated as free of duty, 
vet if imported from a country ‘‘which im- 
poses a duty on petroleum or its products 
exported from the United States,’’ then 
duties shall be paid equal to the duty im- 
posed by such country. In the construc- 
tion of this proviso a very important 
ambiguity has been developed. The Treas- 
ury Department holds that in case the im- 
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portation was manufactured in one coun- 
try from crude petroleum produced in an- 
other country, it should be assessed with 
duty at the rate imposed by the country of 
origin of the crude petroleum upon similar 
products imported into that country from 
the United States, and not at the rate 
levied on crude petroleum imported into 
such country from the United States. The 
Board of General Appraisers, and in one 
case the United States Circuit Court and 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, have hela 
that the countervailing duty should be 
measured by the rate levied upon crude 
petroleum by the country in which the 
crude oil originated, regardless of the 
tariff imposed by the country in which the 
products actually imported were manu- 
factured. In support of the contention 
which the department has set up and the 
soundness of which will be tested in the 
new test case about to be made at the 
port of Philadelphia, customs officials re- 
cently prepared a memorandum outlining 
the government's position and differentiat- 
ing 1t from the view taken by the Board 
of General Appraisers, which while levy- 
ing countervailing duties under paragraph 
626, employs a method of calculation that 
results in the imposition of a much lower 


tariff. This memorandum is in part as 
follows:— 

‘In the case of Muller, Schall et al., decided 
by the board in G. A. 5,470, where the impor- 


tation was manufactured in a country impos- 
ing no duty on petroleum or its products ex- 
ported from the United States, the collector of 
customs assessed duty on certain paraffine at 
the rate levied by the country in which the 
petroleum originated, while in cases where the 
article was imported from a country which 
does impose a duty on petroleum or its prod- 
ucts so exported the collector assessed duty 
at the rates levied by such country on par- 
affine, instead of assessing the rate levied by 
the country of origin on the petroleum, as in 
the previous instance, on the theory that, in- 
asmuch as Germany, the country from which 
the paraffine appears to have been imported, 
exacts a duty on paraffine as well as on crude 
petroleum when exported from this country, 
the German duty on paraffine should be adopt- 
ed. The importers claimed that where the 
manufactured article is imported from a coun- 
try which imposes no duty on petroleum or its 
products, the rate imposed by the country of 
origin of the crude petroleum should be disre- 
garded, and that the article should be ad- 
mitted free of duty, under paragraph 626 of 
the existing tariff act, but that as to impor- 
tation from a country which does impose a 
duty on petroleum or its products when im- 
ported from the United States the rate of duty 
assessed by such country on the manufactured 
article should not be considered, but that duty 
should be levied ‘at the rate imposed by the 
country of origin of the petroleum.’ 

‘In that case two questions were presented 
for consideration by the board. The first was 
as to whether paraffine manufactured in a 
country (Germany) from petroleum produced 
in another country (Russia), both of which 
countries impose a duty on petroleum and 
paraffine imported from the United States, is 
dutiable at the rate imposed by the country of 
manufacture and from whence the article is 
imported or at the rate imposed by the coun- 
try of production of the crude petroleum. The 
second question was whether paraffine manu- 
factured in and imported from a country (Bel- 
gium), which imposes no duty on petroleum or 
its products when imported from the United 
States from crude petroleum produced in a 
country (Russia) which does impose such duty 
is free of duty or is dutiable at the rate im- 
posed by the country in which the crude pe- 
troleum originated. The board held, follow- 
ing G. A. 4,853 (T. D. 22,763), that ‘only the 
duty imposed by the country in which the oil 
was produced should be assessed.’ 

“The proviso to paragraph 626 of the tariff 
act of July 24, 1897, is as follows:— 

‘* *Provided, That if there be imported into 
the United States crude petroleum, or the 
products of crude petroleum produced tn any 
country which imposes a duty on petroleum or 
its products exported from the United States, 
there shall in such cases be levied, paid and 
collected a duty upon said crude petroleum 
or its products so imported equal to the duty 
imposed by such country.’ 

“One of the declared objects of the tariff act 
of July 24, 1897, as indicated by its title. is 
‘to encourage the industries of the United 
States,’ but the logical result of adopting the 
principal enunciated in the foregoing decisions 
of the board and perpetuating the views there- 
in expressed would be a discrimination against 
the products or manufactures of petroleum in

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products of crude petroleum are concerned, 
one of the objects of the tariff act would be 
defeated. The department is of the opinion 
that it was not the intent of Congress to thus 
discriminate between crude petroleum and the 
products thereof. 

“The department goncurs in the view ex- 
pressed by the board that ‘the clear intent 
of the law is to impose a countervailing duty 
against the country producing the crude oil 
and not against a country producing something 
from that crude oil,’ but, while adopting that 
premise, the department has reached a con- 
clusion entirely different from that reached by 
the board, and that is that a proper construc- 
tion of the foregoing proviso to paragraph 626 
of the tariff act warrants the assessment of 
countervailing duty upon products manufac- 
tured in one country from crude petroleum pro- 
duced in another country at the rate imposed 
by the country of origin of the crude pe- 
troleum upon similar products imported into 
that country from the United States, and not 
at the rate levied upon crude petroleum im- 
ported into the same country from the United 
States.’’ 

The case to be tried in the Philadelphia 
circuit will also determine the issues pre- 
sented in the decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers on an importation re- 
cently made at the port of New York, as 
to which the board said that “it does not 
matter in what country the petroleum 
originated out of which the paraffine was 
manufactured, as the words in the provi-
